Part I 
INTRODUCTION 


This compilation of Federal real and personal property assets, in 
report form, represents a fourth attempt by the House Committee on 
Government Operations to present, in a comprehensive and under- 
standable manner, an inventory of Federal real and personal assets 
located in the continental United States, in the Territories and at 
overseas bases, as of June 30, 1958. The committee has compiled 
Federal property inventory reports as of June 3C, 1955 (12th Inter- 
mediate Report, Rept. No. 1930, 84th Cong., 2d sess.), June 30, 1956, 
and June 30, 1957. 

Each year the committee staff, assigned this project, together with 
Government department and agency representatives, has attempted 
to delve further into the inventory accounting systems employed 
throughout the Federal Government, endeavoring to include assets 
heretofore not included because of incomplete records or due to their 
not being under accounting inventory control. One needs only to 
compare the inventory reports to realize that much progress has been 
made in the improved accounting and recordkeeping of the gigantic 
amounts of real and personal property owned by the Federal Govern- 
ment. Up-to-date accounting systems have greatly assisted the 
Government departments and agencies in their endeavor to bring 
inventories under accounting control. An awareness of this progress, 
which is being constantly observed, has been stimulated within the 
departments and agencies due to the interest in-and the scrutiny of 
these inventories by Members of Congress and particularly the 
membership of this committee. 

Again this year, additional refinements are reflected within this 
Federal property inventory report. Concentrated efforts will con- 
tinue, in working with Government department and agency repre- 
sentatives, to improve and broaden the scope of property inventory 
reports. It is the desire of the Committee eventually to present an 
inventory report which will furnish the members of the House Com- 
mittee on Government Operations, the Congress, and the public a 
complete and comprehensive listing of Federal personalty at acquisi- 
tion cost and all Federal realty at acquisition cost and estimated 
present-day evaluations. This objective has been partially realized 
in that public domain and Capitol Hill realty is, and has been pre- 
viously recorded, at estimated present-day evaluations. Again, in 
this report, these properties are listed at those values. Progress is 
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continuing in the right direction of fulfilling the ultimate objective of 
the committee. 


FEDERAL PERSONALTY 


Most Federal personalty figures in this report are furnished the 
committee by the Department of the Treasury. The Department of 
Defense reports direct to the committee all its inventories, real and 
personal, for the three military departments and the Corps of Engi- 
neers, civil functions. Personalty inventories of the Architect of the 
Capitol, the Sergeant at Arms of the United States Senate, the Clerk 
of the House of Representatives, the Librarian of Congress, the 
Supreme Court of the United States, the United States courts of 
appeals, United States district courts, and the special United States 
courts are reported to the committee direct. 

Federal personalty (exclusive of cash and related cash items) is 
reported herein at acquisition cost. This manner of reporting these 
assets has been discussed with representatives of the General Account- 
ing Office and the Department of the Treasury. It is the consensus 
that this approach represents a realistic method of recording personalty 
items, especially in light of replacement costs and in considering 
amounts received for such items when they are declared surplus and 
offered for sale. In recording values of items such as paintings, por- 
traits, statues, numerous publications and volumes of books where 
records are unavailable or the acquisition cost is unknown, an esti- 
mated or known value has been used. Numerous personalty assets 
of the Federal Government are listed on its inventory records at 
‘no value’ inasmuch as such items were donated to the Federal 
Government at no cost and in many instances it is impossible to 
place a realistic valuation on these properties because of their priceless 
value. Such is the case of many items located in the Library of 
Congress, the Smithsonian Institution, the National Archives, and in 
other storehouses of the Nation. For example, the famous Hope 
diamond was recently donated to the United States Government. 
Even though it is valued at figures from something like $200,000 
ranging to $2,000,000, it is quite apparent that this asset is worth a 
considerable sum which will not be reflected in Federal property 
inventory reports of this committee. 

Last year’s report indicated that personalty figures were increased 
as a result of refinements brought about by improved accounting 
procedures being used within the Government and as a result of some 
Department of Defense inventories being brought under inventory 
accounting control. The Treasury Department has been instru- 
mental in furnishing the committee data which reflects refinements 
in many areas of accounting throughout the Government departments 
and agencies. Further refinements are noticeable ia the inventories 
of the Department of Defense, listed herein, where much effort and 
time have been spent in reporting areas of personalty and realty this 
year which have not been under accounting control. 


FEDERAL REALTY (EXCLUDING PUBLIC DOMAIN) 


Federal realty is listed herein, for the most part, at acquisition cost 
with usage categories and number of acres noted. In many cases 
where realty has been donated or obtained by the Government at no 
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cost, the land is listed at “no value’”’—the same as it is recorded on 
the books of the Federal Government. 

In keeping with the desires of the committee, the Architect of the 
Capitol has again furnished realty figures for inclusion in this Federal 
property inventory report which reflect estimated present-day evalua- 
tions on properties under his control. 

Construction work in progress figures, for all Government depart- 
ments and agencies including the Department of Defense, are recorded 
in the realty portion of this report. The accounting of these assets 
as work on projects progresses is a realistic manner of recording billions 
of dollars worth of Federal assets which have not always been recorded. 
The usual procedure is to await the completion of a project when the 
title to a property passes from a contractor to the Federal Government 
before the value of said project is recorded on the books of the Federal 
Government. Our present manner of recording construction-in- 
progress figures reflects the ultimate objective of a comprehensive 
and complete listing of all Federal assets in all areas rather than 
limited reporting in selected areas. 

It should be pointed out that Federal realty is of great concern to 
the Committee on Government Operations. There is, at the present 
time, much acreage listed on the books of the Federal Government at 
“‘no value” simply because it was received by the Government at no 
output of moneys. These properties are valuable and are definitely 
an asset of the Federal Government and should be listed at some 
realistic value rather than continue to be listed on the balance sheets 
of our Nation’s Government as of no value. Good bookkeeping 
practices demand that this situation be corrected. 

It should be borne in mind that the acquisition costs recorded for 
some buildings and facilities are representative of present-day evalu- 
ation. This is true when considering the value of buildings and 
facilities which have been constructed or purchased recently. 


FEDERAL REAL ESTATE—FUTURE PRESENT-DAY ESTIMATED EVALUATION 


In this report, again this year, Federal realty under the jurisdiction 
of the Architect of the Capitol, as well as public-domain acreage, is 
listed at estimated present-day evaluation. Other realty is recorded 
at acquisition cost and in some instances at ‘‘no value.” In most 
instances the acquisition cost figures in no way represent present-day 
value. In many instances values have increased tremendously and 
in others the property has decreased in value. 

As pointed out previously, assistance has been pledged the Com- 
mittee on Government Operations and the Government departments 
and agencies, on a pro bono publico basis, by the American Institute 
of Real Estate Appraisers, to assist and advise in this undertaking. 
Efforts are continuing and various avenues are being explored in an 
endeavor to reach agreement between Government representatives as 
to a suitable approach to this undertaking. It has been concluded 
that an honest approach to the evaluation of Federal realty is to use 
a formula of “estimated replacement cost, less depreciation.” From 
this formula, it is expected that reevaluation criteria will be developed 
and put into practice. The committee feels that a continuation of the 
present practice of evaluation by governmental authorities who are 
aware that such present practices result in misleading and antiquated

evaluations demands a more convincing defense than has been made 
of them. 

It is the intent of the committee that during the next few months 
renewed efforts will be made in the direction of seeking standards of 
improved evaluation procedures and practices. The committee feels 
that an inventory report such as this should reflect realistic figures on 
Federal real estate, based on approved evaluation procedures and 
practices, rather than including figures which, in many instances, are 
antiquated and present a misleading picture of the Government’s 
investment. 

PUBLIC DOMAIN PROPERTIES 


Public domain acreage is listed again in this report at estimated 
present-day evaluations. In some instances, Federal departments 
and agencies have been able to place an estimated present-day evalua- 
tion on buildings, structures, and facilities located on public-domain 
lands. These estimates are included for information purposes only 
in the public domain summary table. To avoid duplication and for 
the sake of clarity, all buildings, structures, and facilities are recorded 
in the realty section of the inventory report at acquisition cost. As 
and when “vardstick’”’ evaluation criteria have been established and 
it is possible to list all improvements on Federal real estate at an 
estimated present-day evaluation, it will then be possible to have all 
realty tables reflect current up-to-date figures. The method used in 
this report has been utilized so as not to confuse the reader of the 
report and not to have an overlapping of figures and properties. In 
many cases, because of the nature of the property and the installation 
itself, it has not been possible to determine, because of intermingling, 
whether some structures are located on public domain property or 
regular Federal property. 

The estimated present-day evaluations have been determined by 
qualified field representatives employed in the real property field 
offices of the departments. As a result of this skill and assistance, 
evaluations have been determined without having to engage the 
services of private professional appraisers. The Department of the 
Interior is responsible for determining overall values of mineral, oil, 
and ore deposits for all Government departments and agencies, and 
the Department of Agriculture is responsible for furnishing the com- 
mittee with estimated overall values of timberlands, grazing lands, 
grazing rights, etc. All public-domain data are furnished the com- 
mittee direct and are not furnished through the General Services 
Administration. 

In its Federal Property Inventory Report, as of June 30, 1956, the 
Committee on Government Operations listed therein public domain 
lands at a realistic estimated present-day evaluation. Theretofore 
those lands had been listed at ‘“‘no value.’’ An attempt was made in 
1937 to evaluate public domain acreage by representatives of the 
Federal Government. After considerable time, effort, and funds had 
been expended, the resultant declared value of these lands was placed 
at $1.25 an acre. Such an unrealistic overall figure in no way reflects 
the true value of these lands either in 1937 or today. One of the 
objectives of this committee inventory undertaking has been to face 
this situation realistically and to investigate these property areas 
and encourage improved accounting of known Federal assets.

Public-domain lands have been appraised by the individual depart- 
ments and agencies and an estimated present-day value placed on 
them, based on evaluation criteria employed in evaluating Federal 
or privately owned adjoining properties. 

It has been possible for all departments and agencies to complete 
the job of placing an estimated present-day evaluation on public- 
domain acreage under their control. 

For the sake of clarity, acquisition cost figures have been used in 
this report covering Federal realty, including the buildings, structures, 
and facilities located thereon. Public-domain acreage is listed at 
estimated present-day evaluations. Also included in the realty por- 
tion of this report are figures covering areas of construction in progress, 
leasehold improvements, and real-estate collateral acquired. 
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CONCLUSION 


Interest in Federal property inventory reports, as compiled by the 
House Committee on Government Operations, continues to increase. 
Inquiries are constantly being received from the congressional offices 
from schools and universities located throughout the United States, 
from the military establishments throughout this country and from 
abroad, as well as from private organizations, clubs, and individuals 
for copies of each report. Toge ‘ther with the interest in this project, 
evidenced by the numerous requests for the report, many commenda- 
tions have been received on the project itself and the work the com- 
mittee is doing in bringing about, and constantly improving, this long 
overdue public undertaking. 

The committee feels that each Federal property inventory report 
it releases is a step forward in realizing the objectives set forth in the 
original intent of House Resolution 26, introduced in the House of 
Representatives on January 5, 1955, by Congressman Martin Dies, 
which was referred to the House Committee on Government Opera- 
tions. The initial report, as of June 30, 1955, was a starting point and 
represented efforts to record, in inventory form, assets of the Federal 
Government in one document. Up until the time our first report was 
prepared, there was no central place where one could find data covering 
all Federal real and personal assets which were located in continental 
United States, the Territories, and at overseas bases. Many improve- 
ments and refinements were reflected in the committee’s reports as of 
June 30, 1956, and June 30, 1957. A primary objective in improving 
these Federal property inventory reports has been the recording of real 
and personal assets of the Federal Government in a realistic sense—at 
estimated present-day evaluations. The undertaking of evaluating 
public domain properties has been a tremendous one and the Depart- 
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ments and agencies who have been working with the committee staff 
in completing this assignment are to be congratulated on the job they 
have done. 

Federal personalty will continue to be reported at acquisition cost. 
This is on the advice of the General Accounting Office representatives 
and other accounting specialists within the Government. 

Federal real estate, excluding public domain properties, is again 
listed herein at known acquisition cost. This particular area of the 
Federal property inventory report concerns the chairman and members 
of the House Committee on Government Operations. It is expected 
that in the near future evaluation criteria will be formulated and put 
into practice which will enable the committee to compile and present 
to the Members of Congress and to the public an inventory report 
which will be far more realistic, practical, and useful than one which 
reflects acquisition cost figures in this area. 

The scope of an inventory of the properties owned by the Federal 
Government is tremendous and complex. These inventories are 
located in areas throughout the world and the recording and report- 
ing of these assets is a massive undertaking. Improved bookkeeping 
methods and accounting controls which are being stressed constantly 
are proving to be a helpful asset, both within the civilian and military 
departments and agencies of the Government. Government property 
representatives assisting in this endeavor are deeply interested in 
improving records which represent the Government’s investment in 
the real and personal property fields. It has been established that 
the need is great for an up-to-date Federal property inventory project 
such as the committee has undertaken. This project will continue 
to reflect various economic changes in values as well as improved 
inventory reporting practices. The results, represented in informative 
report form, will be of constant utility. 

In compiling and reporting data of a classified nature for inclusion 
in this report, the committee has kept in mind the importance and 
necessity of security regulations. Efforts have been made to record 
classified data in a manner which will insure secrecy and at the same 
time remain informative and accurate. Breakdown figures have been 
used in each instance possible and only in restricted areas have lump- 
sum figures been recorded. Substantiating data covering classified 
areas are available within the departments for those qualified to see 
and study on a need-for-use basis. 

Since 1950 there has been a remarkable increase in interest and 
mode among county, city, and State officials regarding property 
values. 

In March of this year an inquiry was directed to the Honorable 
Frank Bane, executive director, the Council of State Governments, 
Chicago, IIl., informing him of the committee’s inventory project and 
requesting his assistance in furnishing the committee with data con- 
cerning individual State property inventories and methods used in 
compiling them. A proposed questionnaire was furnished Mr. Bane, 
for his approval, to be sent to various State property officials to use 
in recording the requested data. 

Questionnaires were sent to officials responsible for overall financial 
control in 18 States (Alabama, California, Connecticut, Illinois, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, New Mexico, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, 
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Rhode Island, and West Virginia). Replies were received from 16 
States. It was learned that 11 of the 16 States do have real property 
inventories. ‘Ten of these States have property values recorded at 
acquisition cost; 1 State records at “sound value”; 2 States have 
values recorded at acquisition cost and current appraised value. The 
time element involved in computing and compiling inventories varies. 
Some States compile annual inventories while others compile them 
biennially, and at various intervals. The State of California follows 
the 5-year compilation period. Some States are in the process of 
setting uv inventories for the first time. In the main, property evalu- 
ation ts done by personnel of the various State agencies concerned. 
In a few States, values are set by commercial appraisers. The State: 
administration in North Carolina is presently working on a compila- 
tion of its real property assets and it is expected that evaluation 
assistance will be obtained from the North Carolina State Bar Asso- 
ciation on a pro bono publico basis. 

It was learned that the number of personnel utilized in the compila- 
tion of property inventories varies from a few departmental employees 
in some States to a total of 50 full-time employees in others. The 
time element and costs involved in the preparation of inventories vary 
greatly. Although there is great difference in the methods and 
manner of recording property and its value in States at the present 
time, there are strong indications that a uniform pattern will be 
established in the not too distant future because of the aroused interest 
in property inventories which has been evidenced and as State officials 
exchange ideas and publications on this subject. 

The Federal property inventory report, issued by the Committee 
on Government Operations, is being used as a handbook in many 
States at the present time and more and more attention is being focused 
on this publication not only in the Washington area but throughout 
the United States. These inventory reports have recently been 
mentioned in an outstanding book on State property entitled, ‘‘Cali- 
fornia Lands—Ownership, Use, and Management,” prepared under 
the auspices of the American Forestry Association. Attention has 
been called to the report in The Economic Analysis and Evaluation 
of the Land Resources of the State of New Mexico, prepared for the 
New Mexico Land Resources Association. 

This Federal property inventory report records, as of June 30, 1958, 
Federal real and personal assets as being over $262 billion. It is inter- 
esting to observe, in this connection, that the size of the national debt, 
as of June 30, 1958, was reported as being over $276 billion. These 
are sizable amounts, and it is understandable that recordkeeping 
operations involved in inventories of this size are tremendous. 

Efforts to improve this property inventory undertaking will con- 
tinue. Eventually the committee expects to be able to present an 
inventory which will reflect not only acquisition cost of Federal real 
estate, but at the same time its estimated present-day evaluation. At 
that time it will be felt that the objective of the undertaking will have 
been accomplished. It is a known factor that this project is one of 
the most worthwhile and valuable performed by the House Committee 
on Government Operations. 

With continued interest in and cooperation by Government depart- 
ment and agency representatives, working with the committee staff, 
the ultimate objective can be accomplished.

Summary statement 


Hon. William L. Dawson, chairman of the Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations, House of Representatives, in a letter to the Secretary 
of theTreasury dated February 13, 1958, again requested the coopera- 
tion of the Treasury Department in securing data on personal property 
as of June 30, 1958, from Government departments and agencies in 
the manner similar to that employed for the previous year; in addition, 
information was also requested covering Federal investments in 
related areas covering real estate. As in the past, the Department 
of Defense is reporting a greater part of its personal property direct 
to the committee and these data are incorporated in another section 
of thisreport. However, certain personal property of the Department 
of Defense consisting of (1) cash of disbursing officers; (2) receivables; 
(3) advances to contractors; and (4) certain progress payments are 
included in this section of the report by mutual agreement with the 
Defense Department. 

The Treasury Department on the basis of asset statements received 
from Government agencies prepared “The Statement of Personal 
Property of the United States as of June 30, 1958.” In all there were 
149 agencies reporting who furnished 251 asset statements. These 
statements were prepared in accordance with the requirements of 
Supplement No. 1 to Circular No. 966, dated June 1, 1956. This 
supplement requested all executive agencies to furnish a statement of 
assets as of June 30 of each fiscal year. A copy of this circular and the 
instructions covering the preparation of the asset statement are 
cluded as part of the Treasury report to the committee. It also 
includes the statement of related real property of certain agencies 
other than the Department of Defense as of June 30, 1958. 

All agencies furnishing information to the Treasury Department 
did so with the greatest. cooperation and assistance and in a very 
timely manner. The following statement shows a comparative 
analysis of the personal property of the United States Government, 
excluding the greater part of the Department of Defense, which is 


included elsewhere in this report for the period ended June 30, 1958, 
and June 30, 1957.

Note.—All assets herein reported are shown in gross amounts with no deductions for allowances for 
losses and depreciation. Only wholly Government-owned corporation assets and other wholly-owned 
assets are included. Assets held under trust arrangements and interagency assets, including public debt 
securities owned, are excluded. The assets are in the main valued at acquisition cost (known or estimated). 


An analysis of the increases and decreases of personal property in 
the above statement shows there has been an overall net increase 
amounting to $5.913 billion held by all agencies of the Government, 
excluding that of the Department of Defense which is shown in another 
section of this report. The major increases in assets are due to an 
increase in (1) the cash of the Treasurer of the United States of $4.16 
billion as a result of collection of June 1958 quarterly income taxes 
which were utilized to meet expenditures during July 1958. Treas- 
urer’s cash decreased $4.63 billion in July 1958, and (2) an increase in 
loans of $804 million resulting principally from an increase in foreign 
loans. The major decrease is represented by liquidation of accounts 
and notes receivable of $690 million. 

Included in the above statement is an item of loans outstanding 
amounting to over $18 billion. These loans have been made for 
various purposes. A comparative analysis of such loans, by type of 
loan, is shown in the following statement.

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The above analysis shows the following major changes and the prin- 
cipal reasons for these changes: (a) A decrease of $228 million in loans 
to aid agriculture is due principally to a reduction of such loans by 
the Commodity Credit Corporation; (6) an increase in foreign loans 
in the amount of $718 million is due to an increase of loans by the 
Export-Import Bank of over $400 million and an increase of loans by 
International Cooperation Administration of over $300 million; and 
(c) the increase in other loans is due principally to an increase of the 
college loans made by the Housing and Home Finance Agency. 

As indicated in the report made by the Treasury Department for 
the year ending June 30, 1957, Public Law 863, 84th Congress (17 
Stat. 783), has created an impetus for securing improved accounts 
and reports of all Federal assets owned by United States Government 
agencies. There has been an increase in the number of agencies 
reporting under Treasury Department Circular No. 966 which requires 
business-type financial statements of all Government corporations, 
certain unincorporated agencies, and such other agencies as are 
designated by the Treasury Department. The regulation provides in 
the main the necessary requirements for securing fairly uniform reports 
and data necessary to disclose as completely as may be desirable and 
practical the assets and liabilities of the eritire Government. 

This report has been prepared in close cooperation with the staff of 
the Committee on Government Operations, which staff, by their efforts 
in obtaining reports on all assets of the United States Government, has 
further contributed to the securing of better records and reports of all 
Government assets held by the various agencies of the Government. 
The statements furnished by the agencies show a gradual improvement 
each year stemming to a large extent from the requirements of Public 
Law 863 and to their greater awareness of the need for the reporting 
of the assets of the United States Government on a consistent basis 
from figures anchored into accounts maintained in accordance with 
principles and standards prescribed by the General Accounting

INSTRUCTIONS UNDER SuPPLEMENT No. 1, TREASURY DEPARTMENT 
CircuLarR No. 966 


Relating to the submission of certain financial statements by Govern- 
ment agencies 


AUTHORITY FOR INSTRUCTIONS 


These instructions are issued pursuant to Supplement No. 1, 
dated June 1, 1956, to Treasury Department Circular No. 966 of 
January 30, 1956, which requires all executive agencies not heretofore 
reporting under this regulation to furnish the Treasury Statements of 
Financial Condition. 

AGENCY LIAISON 


All questions pertaining to the regulations or these instructions 
All quest ertaining to the regulat tl truct 
should be submitted to the Bureau of Accounts, Treasury Department. 


COVERAGE OF REPORTS 


The reports required shall cover all programs and activities under 
the ‘control of the agency reporting including those operations con- 
ducted in the Territories or overseas. Trust programs or activities 
will be reported separately and identified as such. Agencies main- 
taining accounts at the bureau level will submit individual bureau 
reports without consolidation. Assets and liabilities accounted for 
at the departmental level and not included in the individual bureau 
reports should be reported separately so that all assets of the depart- 
ment will be included. 

REPORTS REQUIRED 


Executive agencies now reporting under Department Circular 
No. 966 will continue to do so in accordance with the provisions of the 
circular, and instructions issued pursuant thereto, except that an 
additional copy of the Statement of Financial Condition as of the 
end of each fiscal year and each schedule supporting such statement 
shall be submitted to the Treasury Department. All other ap- 
propriation and fund account activities not now being reported upon 
quarterly under Department Circular No. 966 shall be reported upon 
on a consolidated “‘Statement of Financial Condition,’ Standard Form 
220, insofar as practicable, in accordance with the requirements of 
Section II of the instructions issued under Treasury Department 
Circular No. 966 with the following exceptions: 

a. Supplemental schedules 1 through 5 supporting the State- 
ment of Financial Condition will not be required. However, the 
supplementary statement indicating the basis of figures and spe- 
cial accounting practices required by paragraph 6 of the instruc- 
tions shall be submitted for all activities and funds reported. 
Such supplementary statement may be furnished by November 1, 


if any agency finds that additional time is needed for its prep- 
aration. 
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b. In lieu of reporting ‘‘Net Investment”’ as required by para- 
graphs 30 through 34 of the instructions, line 68 may be used for 
reporting the amount of ‘‘Unexpended Appropriations” and line 
69 may be used for reporting “Invested and Donated Capital” 
or its equivalent. Such titles shall be typed in. 

c. It is recognized that some agencies, having primarily admin- 
istrative-type activities may not yet have developed their formal 
accounting procedures to provide balance sheet types of financial 
statements. For such agencies only the “‘Asset’’ side of the 
Statement is required at this time. However, those agencies not 
reporting a complete “Statement of Financial Condition” should 
advise the Treasury as to the probable date that such Statements 
can be expected. 

d. An original and one copy of each report shall be submitted 
to the Bureau of Accounts, Treasury Department, as of June 30 
of each fiscal year as soon thereafter as possible but no later 
than the following September 30. Two additional copies should 
be prepared and submitted directly to the Bureau of the Budget. 


LAND, STRUCTURES, AND EQUIPMENT 


5. That part of paragraph 21 of the instructions relating to the 
reporting of buildings, structures, and facilities in process of construc- 
tion is amended to add to the last sentence ‘‘and will be reported and 
so identified on line 36 of Form 220 rather than on lines 30 and 31.” 


SUPPLY OF FORMS 


6. Standard Form 220 (Treasury Department Circular No. 966) 
will be used by reporting agencies and may be obtained through the 
supply facilities of the General Services Administration. 


BASIS OF REPORTS 


7. The monetary values reported shall be in accordance with the 
requirements of Department Circular No. 966 in all cases where 
accounts are maintained. Where accounts are not maintained such 
values may be determined from other records or on the basis of esti- 
mates according to the best information obtainable. When estimates 
are used in any line item “Est.” shall be typed after the line title. 


AGREEMENT WITH OTHER REPORTS 


8. In all cases where similar information is being reported as of 
the same date to committees of Congress, other Government offices or 
agencies such as the Bureau of the Budget, the General Services 
Administration, or published in reports of the agency, care must be 
exercised by the reporting agency to insure agreement of the data sub- 
mitted. As a specific example, the values reported for (1) land, 
(2) buildings, and (3) structures and facilities shall be determined in 
accordance with General Services Administration Circular No. 80, 
as supplemented, and must agree with the total of the reports ren- 
dered to that agency on an installation basis. For treatment of the 
costs of buildings, structures and facilities under construction not 
reported to the General Services Administration but included in this 
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report see paragraph 5 of these instructions. Those agencies report- 
ing on public domain to the House Committee on Government 
Operations, should furnish a copy of each such report to the Treasury.

9. These instructions shall be effective with the reports to be sub- 
mitted as of June 30, 1956.

To Reads of Departments and Agencies and Others Concerned: 
PURPOSE OF REGULATION 


1. The financial statements and related information to be submitted 
under these regulations are required to furnish financial information 
for use by the Treasury Department in discharging its responsibility 
under the Budget and Accounting Procedures Act of 1950 for com- 
pilation of overall financial reports of the Government, and for use by 
the Bureau of the Budget in following through with the budgetary 
programs of the reporting agencies. 


AUTHORITY FOR REGULATION 


2. This regulation is issued pursuant to Section 114 of the Budget 
and Accounting Procedures Act of 1950 (31 U.S. C. 66b) which author- 
izes the Secretary of the Treasury to require from agencies reports 
and information for the effective performance of his responsibility 
for preparing such reports for the information of the President, the 
Congress, and the public as will present the results of the financial 
operations of the Government. As authorized by said section, the 
regulation provides for the furnishing of such financial data as are 
required by the Director of the Bureau of the Budget.

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SCOPE OF REGULATION 


3. This regulation requires the submission of financial statements 
by corporate and noncorporate Government agencies of the following 
character 

All wholly owned and mixed ownership Government cor- 
porations specifically included in the Government Corporation 
Control Act and amendments thereto, or subsequently brought 
under the provisions of that Act. 

All other activities of the Government operating as revolving 
funds (accounts symbolized 4000-4999 and 8400-8499 by the 
Treasury Department), for which business-type public enterprise 
or intragovernmental fund budgets are required by the Bureau of 
the Budget. 

Other activities or agencies (1) which are of a business-type 
nature; or (2) whose operations, services, or functions are largely 
self-liquidating or primarily of a revenue producing nature; or 
(3) whose operations result in the accumulation of substantial 
inventories, investments or other recoverable assets. Agencies 
and other activities to report under this category will be desig- 
nated by the Fiscal Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. 


ISSUANCE OF INSTRUCTIONS 


4. Financial statements and related information under this regula- 
tion shall be prepared and submitted by the agencies concerned, in the 
form and the manner prescribed in the procedural instructions issued 
by.the Fiscal Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. 


WAIVERS 


The Fiscal Assistant Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to 
waive the provisions of this regulation in whole or in part as to any 
agency or activity when it is determined that full compliance by such 
agency or activity is not necessary to accomplish the overall objective 
to obtain information required for the preparation of financial reports 
or for the purposes of the Bureau of the Budget. 


PERIODIC REPORTS REQUIRED 


Agencies responsible for the administration of corporate or non- 
corporate activities of the type specified in paragraph 3 shall furnish 
for each such activity periodic financial statements, as follows: 

A Statement of Financial Condition showing the assets, liabil- 
ities, and investments of the United States Government in the 
enterprise. 

b. A Statement of Income and Expense and Changes in Accumu- 
lated Net Income (or Deficit) showing in condensed form the earn- 
ings or losses arising from operations and changes in accumulated 
net income (or deficit) for the fiscal year to the end of the reporting 
period. 

c. A Statement of Sources and Application of Funds showing the 
manner in which funds have been applied to the acquisition of 
assets, to expenses, and to retirement of borrowings and capital; 
the manner in which funds have been provided by the realization 
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of assets, by income, by borrowings and capital contributions; and 
from which the net effect of such operations on the budget for the 
Government as a whole can be determined. 

d. A Statement of Long-range Commitments and Contingencies 
containing a short description of the program and a statement 
showing the gross amount outstanding of loans guaranteed or 
insured by the reporting agency, insurance programs, obligations 
issued on credit of or cuaranteed by the United States, long-range 
commitments and other contingent liabilities, and ‘assets held 
as offsets to such liabilities. 


ACCOUNTING SUPPORT FOR REPORTS 


One of the principles upon which the Treasury Department is 
proceeding in connection with the responsibility for preparing central 
financial reports is that such reports should present fairly the financial 
condition and results of operations of the agencies as shown by their 
books and records. Hence, agencies shall furnish the Treasury 
Department with such information regarding the accounting basis for 
their reports submitted under this regulation, as may be required for 
proper evaluation of such reports. 


SFFECTIVE DATE 


8. This regulation, with the concurrence of the Director of the 
Bureau of the Budget, supersedes Budget-Treasury Regulation No. 3, 
dated September 1, 1944, and revised March 15, 1947, issued pursuant 
to Executive Order No. 8512 of August 13, 1940, as amended by 
Executive Order No. 9084 of March 3, 1942, and shall be effective with 
the period ending March 31, 1956.

I. GENERAL 


AUTHORITY FOR INSTRUCTIONS 


. These instructions are issued pursuant to Treasury Department 
Cireular No. 966, issued under the authority contained in Section 114 
of the Budget and Accounting Procedures Act of 1950 (31 U.S. C. 66b). 
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SCOPE OF INSTRUCTIONS 


These instructions explain the kinds of reports and other infor- 
mation to be furnished to the Treasury Department under the regula- 
tion; the periods of time to which the reports shall relate; and other 
reporting specifications, including information concerning accounting 
support of the data reported. 

All questions pertaining to the regulations or these instructions 
should be submitted to the Bureau of Accounts, Treasury Department. 


KINDS OF REPORTS AND INFORMATION REQUIRED 


4. The financial statements shall be submitted on the following 
standard forms: 


Standard Form 220. Statement of Financial Condition 

Standard Form 221. Statement of Income and Expense 

Standard Form 222. Statement of Sources and Application of Funds 

Standard Form 223. Statement of Long-range Commitments and 
Contingencies 


The printed forms may be purchased through the General Services 
Administration. Supporting schedules to be submitted as hereinafter 
required should be prepared or reproduced on letter size (8 by 10% 
inches) paper with appropriate title and references. Minus or ‘“‘red’”’ 
figures should be indicated by an asterisk (*). A duly authorized 
officer of the reporting agency will sign the original Standard Form 
221. The copies need not be signed but should bear the name of the 
signing officer. 

5. Where there are several regional corporations or institutions in 
a financial system performing identical functions, such as the twelve 
banks of the Federal intermediate credit bank system, consolidated 
statements shall be prepared and submitted for the system. Separate 
statements for each regional corporation or institution are not required. 
Where a single fund “operated by an unincorporated agency covers 
activities made up of unlike functions, agencies may be requested to 
submit separate statements on a program or functional basis. 

6. Each item group reported on the Statement of Financial Con- 
dition and the Statement of Long-range Commitments and Contin- 
gencies submitted for the last quarter in each fiscal year, should be 
described, in reasonable detail, outlining the accounting principles 
followed in reporting each item group on these statements unless 
such descriptive material is included in annual reports of the agencies 
submitted under paragraph 8 below. The description of the item 
groups should cover such subjects as (1) nature of accounts, e. g., 
whether on a cash, accrual, or modified accrual basis; (2) basis of 
reporting, e. g., whether at cost or some other value; (3) methods 
used in disdieialen and reporting allowances for losses; (4) extent of 
departure from the account classifications provided in the regulation; 
and (5) extent, if any, of departure in reporting from the preceding 

ear. The descriptive matter should be presented in the same order 
in which the respective item groups appear in the statements.

The statements due quarterly as of the quarters ending September

Any corporation or agency required to report under this regula- 
tion, which prepares an annual financial report for publication or 
general distribution outside the agency, shall furnish one copy thereof 
to the Division of Central Reports, Bureau of Accounts, Treasury 
Department and two copies to the Bureau of the Budget at the time 
the report becomes available for distribution. 


ACCOUNTING SUPPORT FOR REPORTS 


As stated in the regulation, one of the principles upon which the 
Treasury Department is proceeding in connection with its responsi- 
bility for preparing central financial reports is that such reports present 
fairly the financial condition and results of operations of agencies, as 
shown by their books and records. The statements for the period 
ending June 30 should be in agreement with the corresponding 
statements submitted annually to “the Bureau of the Budget for the 
last completed fiscal year, recognizing that the arrangement and 
grouping of items in accordance with the prescribed forms of this 
regulation may not provide a breakdown that is identical in all 
respects with that required for the corresponding Budget statements. 
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EFFECTIVE DATE 


10. These procedural instructions shall be effective with the reports 
to be submitted for the quarter ending March 31, 1956. 


Il. STATEMENT OF FINANCIAL CONDITION 
GENERAL 


11. The Statement of Financial Condition (Standard Form 220) will 
show in condensed form the assets, liabilities, investment of the 
United States Government, and other capital of each of the reporting 
corporations and enterprises. The items to be reported under each 
classification are described below with appropriate reference to the 
line number on Standard Form 220. For purposes of uniformity, 
reporting agencies will adhere to the group classifications provided. 
Certain group classifications contain blank lines for reporting items 
to be determined and titled by the reporting agency. Supporting 
detail for certain items shall be furnished in supplemental schedules as 
indicated. Other supplemental schedules in addition to those specified 
herein may on occasion be requested from selected reporting agencies. 

12. Interagency Ttems.—Interagency receivables and payables 
representing amounts due to and from other Federal Government 
agencies on open accounts, notes, or similar indebtedness will be 
reported on the separate lines provided therefor under the appropriate 
asset and liability groups on the Statement of Financial Condition. 
Any reporting agency holding securities or a proprietory interest in 
the capital of another Government agency will report such holding 
under investments and include the same as a separate item in Schedule 
3 (see paragraph 14f). Bonds, debentures, and notes payable of the 
reporting agency which are payable to other Government agencies 
shall be reflected on Schedule 5. 


REPORTING OF ASSETS 


13. Cash and Fund Balances——Report under this group cash 
belonging to the reporting agency or held for the account of others, 
including unexpended balances of funds made available by appro- 
priation. Balances on deposit in banks and in the Treasury should 
be reflected on a basis of confirmed deposits and checks issued and 
consistent with the basis for determining unexpended balances of 
appropriations and funds in the Treasury central accounts. The 
itemization hereunder will show: 

a. Cash in banks (line 1).—Report on this line cash in com- 
mercial banks which is subject to withdrawal by the reporting 
agency for regular operations. 

b. Cash on hand and in transit (line 2).—Report on this line 
cash on hand. Imprest funds and advances with agent cashiers 
will be included only in cases where the amount of the initial 
advance was made from a commercial bank account or was 
treated as a reduction in the fund balance available with the 
United States Treasury. Imprest funds, advances to agent 
cashiers, and all other cash on hand not related to specific appro- 
priations or funds but treated as part of the accountability of 
disbursing officers shall not be included. This item will also 
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include collections undeposited and deposits for which certificates 
of deposit have not been confirmed by depositaries as of the close 
of the period except where such amounts have been included in 
the accountability of disbursing officers. 

c. Fund balances with United States Treasury. 

(1) Operating funds (line 3).—Report on this line (a) 
amounts available in general, specia a, and revolving fund 
accounts including all amounts on deposit in corporation 
checking accounts with the Treasurer of the United States 
and on deposit with the Treasurer as special agent for the 
payment of matured principal and interest of bonds and de- 
bentures; and (b) unexpended balances of allocated working 
fund advances made to other agencies. 

(2) Trust and deposit funds (line 4)—Report on this line 
balances of trust and deposit fund accounts which have been 
segregated as such under separate symbols in the Treasury 
and for which the liabilities are included on lines 46 and 47.

SUMMARY 


The National Security Act of 1947, as amended, requires the 
Secretary of Defense to report annually to the President and to the 
Congress on the property records on ‘‘* * * the fixed property, 
installations, and major equipment items, and stored supplies of the 
military departments maintained on both a quantitative and monetary 
basis * * *’’ (sec. 410 of the National Security Act, as codified in 
sec. 2701 of title 10, United States Code). 

Previous reports made pursuant to section 410 were as of December 
31, 1954, December 31, 1955, and December 31, 1956. In addition, 
reports of similar nature were made to the Committee on Government 
Operations of the House of Representatives as of June 30, 1955, 
June 30, 1956 and June 30, 1957 

The current report—as of June 30, 1958—has been designed to 
satisfy both reporting requirements: the statutory requirement as 
prescribed in the National Security Act and the requirement of the 
Committee on Government Operations. Hereafter, only one annual 
report will be published and it will be as of the end of each fiscal year. 

The Department of Defense reports real and personal property with 
an aggregate value (based principally on acquisition cost) of $149.5 
billion as of June 30, 1958. This is an increase of $3.5 billion since 
the end of the prior fiscal year. 

The total value as reported is exclusive of: (1) properties and 
equipment of the national industrial plant and equipment reserve, 
which is under the custody of the General Services Administration ; 
(2) supplies and equipment in overseas field Army depots; 
(3) properties and supplies under the jurisdiction of Civil Works 
Division, Office, Chief of Engineers, Department of the Army. 

During fiscal year 1958 the personal property inventory increased 
$2.4 billion. Within this broad class of property, however, there 
were some major shifts—both increases and decreases. All three 
Departments reported large increases in the equipment issued for 
use—aircraft, ships, weapons. The amount of equipment issued to 
using units (active and reserve) increased $4.5 billion. A more 
detailed accounting for this increase is presented in the separate 
departmental analyses in part II, section B. On the other hand, the 
amounts in the supply system and in the hands of property disposal 
officers decreased $2.3 billion. The principal causes for this decline, 
reported by the Departments is the large amount of surplus disposed 
of and sales of stock fund inventories in excess of additions to such 
stock fund inventories. 

A major step to improve supply system reporting was taken during 
1956 when a uniform inventory management reporting system was 
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prescribed. All four services have now implemented the Department 
of Defense instruction which established this reporting system. 
Consequently, a consolidated summary of the supply inventories of 
the four services is available for the first time. (See table 30.) 
Approximately one-third of the stocks in the supply system are being 
held for current peacetime operations; over one-fourth are being held 
for current mobilization requirements; slightly less than one-fourth 
are excess stocks being screened for possible use by other depart- 
ments; and the remaining stocks are in ae supply which are retained 
to meet future requirements, since it is more economical to rétain 
them than it is to dispose of them and later have to repurchase them. 

Stock fund inventories totaling $8.9 billion and representing about 
one-fifth of the total inventories in the military supply systems, are 
summarized in table 29. With the exception of a small increase 
reported by the Marine Corps, the services reported a substantial 
decrease in stock fund inventories—as a result of sales and disposals 
exceeding new procurement. 

During fiscal year 1958 the real property inventory increased by 
$2.0 billion, with $1.1 billion of this increase reported by the Air 
Force. This increase was largely attributable to recording of prop- 
erties constructed during recent years and transferred into inventory. 

Table 1 shows the geographical location of the properties. Table 
2 shows the amount of each class of property held by each military 
department. Of the total of $149.5 billion of real and personal 
property, the Army holds $39.6 billion, the Navy $57.8 billion, and the 
Air Force $52.1 billion. Department of Defense properties consist of 
$26.9 billion real property; $2.8 billion construction in progress; 
$47.7 billion equipment and supplies in the supply system; $62.0 
billion military and general equipment in use; $5.5 billion product‘on 
equipment; $0.4 billion industrial fund inventories; and $4.2 billion 
of surplus personal property held by property disposal officers. 

Basis of valuation—Land and buildings and long-life equipment, 
such as ships, are priced at acquisition costs. Acquisition cost of 
ships, as well as land and buildings, are often substantially below 
current replacement values. Construction in progress is valued on 
the basis of cost of materials and labor incorporated in the projects 
under construction. Inventories of consumable goods are at standard 
prices, representing replacement cost, or at estimated purchase price,

Part I. Mrirary Reat Property 


SECTION A. INVENTORY OF MILITARY REAL PROPERTY 


1. General 


This section of the report presents a summary and a brief analysis 
of the inventory of military real paomerty as of June 30, 1958. Detailed 
statistics on Civil Works property (river and harbor and flood-control 
property under the jurisdiction a the Secretary of the Army) are not 
included in this report. 

The real property under the control of the military departments is 
one of the most important assets of the Department of Defense. In 
order to achieve maximum defense at minimum cost, such real prop- 
erty must be administered in accordance with modern real property 
management principles. The real property inventory provides in- 
formation required to achieve management objectives of better 
utilization, use of existing real property in lieu of new acquisition, and 
reduction of real property holdings and maintenance costs by effecting 
prompt disposition of excess property. 

The first inventory report of the military departments submitted 
under uniform instructions (Department of Defense Instruction 
4165.14) covered an inventory of January 1, 1954, which was com- 
pleted in November 1954. Data from this first report and each of the 
seven subsequent inventory reports have been used in the preparation 
of congressional reports by the Department of Defense and the 
General Services Administration. 

The inventory data covering military real property include land 
and improvements on such property including installed equipment 
such as fixed overhead crane runways, elevators, lavatories, plumbing 
and electrical systems. Machine tools and production equipment at 
such installations, however, are not included. 
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2. Department of Defense summary 


(a) Cost of property controlled.—The total cost to the United States 
Government of real property controlled by the 3 military depart- 
ments as of June 30, 1958, was $26.9 billion, an increase of 8.3 percent 
over $24.9 billion reported 1 year earlier. About 56 percent of the 
$2 billion increase, resulting primarily from new construction, was in 
properties of the Air Force, 27 percent in those of the Army and 17 
percent in those of the Navy. Also, of the $2 billion increase about 
59 percent occurred in properties located in continental United States, 
27 percent in foreign countries, and 14 percent in Territories and 
possessions. The distribution by military department is illustrated in 
chart 3. Of the $26.9 billion total, $20.7 billion was in continental 
United States, $2.9 billion in our Territories and possessions, and $3.3 
billion in foreign countries friendly to the United States. 

“Controlled,’’ as used throughout this report, has reference to the 
right of directing the use of property. In connection with buildings, 
structures, or land, it includes (1) owned (acquired through purchase, 
condemnation, donation, transfer); (2) leased; (3) public domain 
(withdrawn permanently or temporarily by military departments) ; 
(4) temporary use (acquired through license or permit, temporary 
public land order, temporary Executive or Territorial order); (5) ease- 
ments (utility, clearance, etc.); (6) foreign rights (base rights agree- 
ments, reciprocal aid, requisitioned, etc.).

This $26.9 billion does not indicate present market value. Some of 
the land now owned by the military departments was donated, such 
as Governors Island, donated by the State of New York to the Army. 
Some of it is a withdrawal from the public domain. There is no cost 
for public domain lands and in many instances no costs, or only 
nominal costs, for donated lands. Land and buildings in some cases 
were acquired a century or more ago when land prices and building 
costs were only a fraction of today’s prices and costs. Cost data, in 
some instances, include estimates from old records, and are not always 
precisely accurate representations of original cost. 

Offsetting this tendency to understate real property values is the 
fact that no allowance for loss of value as a result of depreciation is 
reflected. However, because the data represent an inventory as of a 
given date, they do not include costs of structures which were demol- 
ished prior to that date. As additional construction or acquisition is 
accomplished, it is written into the inventory at the cost to the 
Government. The original cost figure is of significance as an historical 
measure of the military real property holdings of the Department of 
Defense, and in the absence of current appraised valuations (which 
would be very costly and of doubtful utility) is the only monetary 
measure of the Federal proprietary interest. 

The cost to the Government data do not include amount of rentals 
paid nor the value of the property under lease. These data do include, 
however, costs of any improvements made and owned by the Govern- 
ment on the leased properties. 

At the request of the House Committee on Government Operations, 
an estimate has been made of the current value of the public domain 
land controlled by the Department of Defense. These estimates are 
shown in tables 4 and 5. Table 4 shows total estimates for military 
and civil functions separately, and table 5 distributes the estimates 
for military functions by military department. These estimates are 
not included in the $149.5 billion book value total of the real and per- 
sonal property for military use or the $5.9 billion total for civil

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(b) Real property in foreign countries.—The $3.3 billion investment 
in real property in friendly foreign countries represents the cost of 
that real property to the United States. It consists of troop and 
family housing, storage facilities, airfields, maintenance facilities, 
hospitals, and various other kinds of real property required by our 
armed forces overseas. 

International agreements which make it possible to station our 
armed forces in friendly countries provide the basis for their occupancy 
of real property in those countries and United States investment in 
such real property. In recent years negotiation of such agreements 
has provided some recognition of the residual value of United States 
facilities constructed with appropriated funds. Occupaney, in effect, 
is On a term basis varying from month to month (revocable at the sole 
discretion of the host government) to a firm term of 99 years. Areas 
occupied vary from simple privately owned leased space to large held- 
ings of host governments. 

In occupied territories, occupancies have been effected through the 
use of requisitions. These programs are financed by the governments 
of the occupied countries with their own currency, such as the deutsche- 
mark-financed properties improved or constructed in West Germany. 
(Notwithstanding the recently acquired sovereignty of West Germany, 
these arrangements are still in effect as an interim agreement.) This 
report includes only the cost, if any, to the United States of properties 
in occupied territories. 

During the past 4 years, a number of properties in Japan, Korea, 
and West Germany have been released by the Department of Defense 
to the governments of these countries. The evacuation of Austria 
by our occupying forces resulted in releasing to the Austrian Govern- 
ment the properties these forces had required. 

In certain countries, title to improvements constructed by the 
Department of Defense is vested in the United States until termina- 
tion of agreements by which occupancy was established. Upon 
expiration of such an agreement, disposition of the property is ac- 
complished in accordance with the terms of the agreement. (Title 
may pass automatically to the host country or the property may be 
removed or sold by the United States or its ultimate disposition may 
be left open for further negotiations.) In other mstances, residual 
value clauses provide that, upon termination of agreements, the host 
government agrees to pay the residual value of the improvements 
constructed by the Department of Defense in such amounts as may 
be jointly agreed upon by the host government and the United States. 

These facts emphasize the desirability of awareness that our real 
property in foreign countries is carried on the books of the Depart- 
ment of Defense and in this report at its cost to the United States. 
The physical facility represented by an investment in a foreign 
country may be identical with a facility within the United States 
owned by our Government but it represents a very different type of 
an investment. It is an investment arising from the world situation 
at the time it was made and the resulting national commitments of 
the United States. 

The report does not include any investment by the United States 
for infrastructure (the NATO common infrastructure program), which 
is a term used to identify the fixed military facilities needed to support 
effective combat operations by the integrated NATO forces. Con- 
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struction costs for infrastructure facilities are shared by all NATO 
nations. Actual construction is the responsibility of the nation in 
whose territory a project is located. 

(c) Ownership and status —The figures in table 3 show that on a 
cost basis more than three-fourths (77 percent) of the military real 
property controlled is located within the continental United States. 
Of the remainder, 10.9 percent is in Territories and possessions and 
12.1 percent in foreign countries. About 41 percent of the worldwide 
increase during the year was in properties outside continental United 
States. 

The distribution by military department of the military real prop- 
erty of the Department of Defense has changed slightly. As of 1 year 
ago, the proportions were indicated as 33 percent for Army, 33 percent 
for Navy, and 34 percent for the Air Force. Corresponding propor- 
tions for June 30, 1958, were 33 percent, Army; 32 percent, Navy; and 
35 percent, Air Force. 

Within the continental United States, Army controls nearly 37 per- 
cent of the Department of Defense total, while Navy’s holdings in the 
Territories and possessions represent 43 percent of the Department’s 
total and, in foreign countries, Air Force controls 71 percent of the 
Defense total. 

It should be pointed out that, from the standpoint of construction, 
Air Force installations are generally newer than those of either of the 
Army or Navy, and thus their costs are generally fairer representations 
of current value. Some of the facilities transferred to the Air Force, 
however, would also fall into the category of rather old structures for 
which original costs are not truly representative of current values. 

The cost of properties in nonindustrial installations (training 
centers, depots, hospitals, command headquarters, ports, housing, etc.) 
were more than three-fourths (78.9 percent) of the cost of all properties 
on a worldwide basis. Reference to table 6 shows that properties 
located at installations in an inactive or standby status on a worldwide 
basis cost nearly $2 billion, 7.3 percent of all properties. This pro- 
portion was 6.1 percent 1 year ago.

Table 8 shows the 10 categories of real property, grouped in order 
of cost, in which the Department of Defense has the largest dollar in- 
vestment. These data are presented graphically in chart 4. These 
10 categories on a worldwide basis represent a total cost of $17 billion 
or almost two-thirds (63.3 percent) of the cost of all Defense-con- 
trolled real property. Comparable data are presented for each of the 
military departments in tables 19 (Army), 23 (Navy), and 27 (Air 
Force). Troop housing continues to be the largest single category 
followed by airfield pavements and maintenance facilities.

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The cost of land controlled by the Department of Defense repre- 
sents only 2.5 percent of the total cost of all real property controlled 
by the Department of Defense. 

Cost of buildings, on the other hand, represents 56 percent of the 
total costs of military real property controlled. ‘Table 9 shows these 
building costs by broad geographical areas and by military department. 
In the continental United States total costs of buildings for the Army 
are highest; whereas, within the Territories and possessions and in 
foreign countries, those for the Air Force are highest.

(e) Lease rentals.—The rental data in table 11 indicate that rentals 
received, on a worldwide basis, represent 31 percent of the amount 
paid in rentals shown in table 10. The total worldwide annual rental 
bill paid for properties used by the Department of Defense dropped 
from $31 million on June 30, 1957, to $29 million on June 30, 1958. 
Rentals received from properties leased to others also decreased from 
$17.3 million to $9 million.

) Acreage controlled —The Department of Defense through the 3 
military departments controlled a total of 32.5 million acres of land 
throughout the world on June 30, 1958, a decrease of 7 percent, or 
about 2.5 million acres, less than that reported 1 year earlier. During 
the year, Air Force and Army acreage holdings decreased about 2 4 
million and 0.4 million, respectively, whereas those for the Navy 
increased about 378,000. Of the total drop during the year, 64 
percent was in Territories and possessions, 23 percent in the U nited 
States, and 13 percent in foreign countries. The largest change 
recorded was in temporary use permits, a drop of 1.99 million acres; 
this was about 80 percent of the overall worldwide decrease. Part of 
this drop was offset by an increase of 351,000 acres in the public 
domain category. The distribution of worldwide acreage controlled 
by the Department of Defense is illustrated in chart 5 and in table 12.

Of Defense-controlled acreage, 82 percent is within the continental 
United States as compared with 78 percent a year earlier. Slightly 
more than 10 percent is located within the Territories and possessions 
and a little over 7 percent in foreign countries. The Air Force need 
for space to accommodate air training, maneuver, test, and bombing 
ranges is illustrated by the fact that it controls 51 percent of the 
Department of Defense total acreage. 

Acreage controlled by the military departments in the continental 
United States represents 1.4 percent of the total land area in the 
country. The 26,796,409 acres owned or leased, or under permit, 
represent about 41,869 square miles. The relationship of the Defense- 
controlled lands to the total acreage in the continental United States 
is shown in table 14.

In each of 6 States the Department of Defense controls more than 
1 million acres. The six are, in order of magnitude of acreage con- 
trolled, Nevada, California, Arizona, New Mexico, Utah, and Idaho. 
Total acreage in these 6 under Department of Defense control is 19.3 
million representing 72.1 percent of the continental United States 
total Defense-controlled. Table 15 lists all of the States and the 
District of Columbia, showing for each the total cost and acreage 
included in Defense-controlled real property. The six States in 
which Defense has the largest real property investment in order of 
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magnitude of investment are California, Texas, Virginia, New York, 
Maryland, and Washington. ‘Total costs of the military real property 


controlled in these 6 States represents almost two-fifths (39.8 percent) 
of the continental United States total.

Real properties owned and controlled on a worldwide basis by the 
Department of the Army at June 30, 1958, cost $8.8 billion, a 6 percent 
increase over the $8.3 billion 1 year earlier. Of the Army worldwide 
total, 86.6 percent was located within the continental United States, 
6.6 percent in United States Territories and possessions, and 6.8 percent 
in foreign countries. These were approximately the same proportions 
as 1 year earlier. 

Annual rentals paid by Army for property it was leasing at June 30, 
1958, were up from $18.8 million 1 year earlier to $20.5 million. About 

29 percent of the rental cost is offset by the $5.8 million Army receives 
in rentals for its property leased to other users. The increase in rentals 
during the vear ending June 1958 is due primarily to housing require- 
ments at antiaircraft defense sites in continental United States. The 
Army rental bill for properties in foreign countries decreased 9 percent, 
from $6.1 million to $5.5 million. Since June 1955 the Army rental 
bill in foreign countries has been reduced more than one-half, mainly 
due to the practice of releasing properties wherever practicable. 

Total worldwide acreage under Army control at June 30, 1958, was 
10.5 million acres; 85.5 percent within the continental United States, 
9.9 percent in the Territories and possessions, and 4.6 percent in 
foreign countries. The 3.6 percent overall decrease during the year 
ending June 1958 resulted from a drop of 83,000 acres in continental 
United States, 63,000 in Territories and possessions, and 250,000 in 
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foreign countries. A large part of the latter decrease was in Japan. 

Military real property under Army control within the continental 
United States as of June 30, 1958, had a total cost of $7.6 billion, an 
increase of 6 percent over the $7.2 billion for a year earlier. The 
proportion of Army installations in active status, on a dollar cost 
basis, at the close of the year within continental U nited States was 83 
percent. This was down slightly from the 88 percent for a year earlier 
due to closing of certain industrials. On a worldwide basis, Army 
active installations constitute 91.5 percent of the total, on a dollar 
cost basis. Table 16 presents cost and rental data reported by Army 
for the military real property under its control within the continental 
United States on June 30, 1958.

The ratio on a basis of cost to the Government, of Army’s non- 
industrial installations to total installations within the United States 
was 69 percent. The dollar total of the industrial-type installations 
remained at $2.3 billion. The Government operated 39 percent, on 
a cost basis, of the industrial-type active installations, whereas, 61 
percent were operated by contractors. 

Annual rentals paid by Army for property it leases in continental 
United States amounting to $14.7 million were offset considerably by 
rentals received in the amount of $5.7 million. Slightly over 81 
percent of the rentals received are from industrial properties. 
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The total acreage controlled by Army within the continental 
United States is reported in table 17 by status and by type of land 
In the year ending June 30, 1958, the 
Army-owned acreage within continental United States decreased

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The acreage and cost to the Government of the military real 
property controlled by Army in each of the States and the District of 
Columbia is shown in table 18. Six States, ranked by dollar size of 
the largest cost, were Virginia, Texas, California, Maryland, New 
York, and Alabama. The cost of the properties in these States consti- 
tutes 29 percent of Army’s total continental United States cost. The 
total acreage (almost 6 million) TO by Army in the 6 States 
having over one-half million acres; i. New Mexico, California, 
Arizona, Texas, Utah, and Georgia, euuaieum 65 percent of its 
continental United States acreage. Virtually all (95 percent) of the 
public domain land under Army control is located in the 4 States of 
New Mexico, Arizona, California, and Utah.

The production facilities as a functional group represents the 
largest category, on a cost basis, of properties held by the Army in 
this country. This category consists of the specific plants, shops, 
and manufacturing enterprises which are in operation at nonindustrial 
installations as well as those at industrial installations. Electric 
utilities replaced heating utilities (steam and gas) as the 10th category 
during the year ending June 1958. 

Department of the Army real properties outside the continental 
United States represented, on June 30, 1958, a cost of $1,178 million 
as compared with $1,088 million 1 year earlier. Slightly more than 
half (55.2 percent) of the cost of overseas properties is in foreign 
countries. 

Army retains a large block of Alaskan land under public domain 
withdrawal and temporary use permit. It also exercises base rights 
on 483,000 acres in foreign countries. Sizable releases of lands were 
made during the past year in Germany and Japan. 

Troop housing continued to comprise the Army’s largest cost 
category in both the Territories and possessions and foreign countries. 
On a cost basis, 96 percent of the properties are at active installations 
in Territories and possessions and virtually all (99.4 percent) in 
foreign countries.

4. Department of the Navy 

Real property controlled and used by the Navy on a worldwide 
basis cost $8.6 billion, an increase of 4 percent over the $8.2 billion 
reported 1 year earlier. Of the $338 million increase, about 71 per- 
cent was in continental United States. 

Annual rentals received by the Navy on a worldwide basis, as of 
June 30, 1958, amounted to $1.7 million as compared to rental pay- 
ments of $3.4 million. Rental receipts dropped sharply because of 
expiration of some leases on industrial properties. 

Navy’s acreage controlled, on a worldwide basis, was 5.3 million 
acres; about one-half the amount under Army control and roughly 
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one-third the acreage under Air Force control. During the year, 
Navy acreage, worldwide, increased 378,000 acres. A large part of this 
resulted from increased activity at one of the air stations. 

On a cost basis, nearly 82 percent of Navy-controlled property is 
located within the continental United States. Table 20 presents data 
showing costs and rentals for Navy-controlled installations in the 
United States by nonindustrial and industrial types.

Navy properties controlled within the continental United States, at 
June 30, 1958, on a cost basis were up $240 million, or 3.6 percent, 
over those reported for June 30, 1957. Inactive properties on a cost 
basis comprised 3.5 percent, as compared with 4.5 percent a year ago, 
of the total Navy real properties in continental United States. On a 
cost basis, the Navy industrial facilities comprised 36 percent of the 
total Navy United States real properties. A year earlier the cor- 
responding proportion was 42 percent. 

Navy owned about 25 percent of the acreage it had under its con- 
trol within the continental United States on June 30, 1958. During 
the year, a decrease of 330,000 acres was reported in owned land. 
An adjustment occurred whereby this amount was included in the 
public domain category. The data in table 21 provide certain detail 
relative to Navy acreage by type of occupancy and installation. In- 
creases in leased and public domain acreage were required for activi- 
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ties at the air station mentioned earlier. However, a large block of 
the public domain land at this specific installation is outgranted for 
test purposes. Of total acreage controlled by the Navy in conti- 
nental United States, 96 percent is located at installations which are 
in an active status.

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In table 22 data are presented showing State detail as to total cost 
and acreage of the military real property controlled by Navy. On the 
basis of cost, 56 percent of Navy’s total real property investment in 
the continental United States is in the 6 States of California, Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Florida, and New York. The States are 
ranked in order of amount invested. The heavy concentration of 
naval activities in the State of California is well illustrated by the 
fact that 25 percent of the United States total cost is represented by 
California installations which have an acquisition cost of $1,741 
million. In terms of acreage, 56 percent of the Navy total represents 
California land. The next largest amounts are in Nevada, which 
represents 23 percent of the Navy United States total. About 94 
percent of the Navy public domain is in California and Nevada.

The 10 categories representing the greatest cost to Navy are shown 
in table 23 and were previously illustrated in chart 6. In total, they 
constitute 54 percent of the overall Navy real property costs in the 
continental United States, as compared with 59 percent | year earlier. 
During the year, research and development test buildings supplanted 
water utilities in the first 10 largest categories. The broad diversi- 
fication of Navy activities in the country 1s illustrated by the table 23 
data. While shipbuilding is one of the Navy’s leading peacetime 
activities and accounts for a large part of Navy’s industrial activity, 
there are numerous other activities of importance within the industrial 
field, namely, ordnance plants, various test stations (underwater 
laboratories, torpedo, radar, electronics, ballistics, ete.), powder 
factories, ammunition depots, and other munitions type preduction. 
Within continental United States, the largest Navy amount is invested 
in the maintenance facility category.

Eighteen percent ($1.6 billion) of the Navy real property total is 
outside of continental United States. Of this total, $1,243 million 
was in Territories and possessions and $335 million was in foreign 
countries as of June 30, 1958. The Navy controlled 222,000 acres in 
Territories and possessions and 268,000 in foreign countries on June 
30,1958. In these areas outside the United State es, the Navy released 
about 75,000 acres during the year ending June 1 1958. The 10 largest 


categories of real property in Territories and possessions represent a 


cost to the United States Government of $832 million, and in foreign, 


countries, $228 million. 
5. Department of the Air Force 


Worldwide real property under Air Force control on June 30, 1958, 
cost the Government $9.5 billion. This represented, as indicated 
earlier in the report, 35.4 percent of the Department of Defense total.

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A part of the 13 percent increase ($1.1 billion) over that of 1 year earlier 
was attributable to completion and transfer to inventory of properties 
constructed during recent years. About 57 percent of the increase 
was recorded in properties outside continental United States. 

Air Force annual rentals paid for property worldwide were decreased 
sharply during the year ending June 30, 1958, from $7.6 million to 
$5.0 million. About 29 percent of the rental bill is offset by receipts 
from properties leased to others in the amount of $1.5 million. 

Land controlled by the Air Force all over the world totaled 16.7 
million acres on June 30, 1958, a drop of 13 percent from the 19.1 
million acres reported a year earlier. Releases of lands were made of 
about 926,000 acres in continental United States and 1,514,000 in 
Territories and possessions. 

The data in table 24 show that Air Force controlled military real 
property within the continental United States represents a cost to the 
Government of $6.1 billion, as compared with the $5.6 billion a year 
earlier. Of the total worldwide Air Force investment, 64 percent 


(about two-thirds) covers installations within continental United 
States.

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Only 3.3 percent of the United States total is at inactive and standby 
installations. Industrial activities under Air Force control, all of 
which are contractor operated, constituted only 11 percent of the con- 
tinental United States total Air Force property value. On a dollar 
basis, only 6 percent of the Air Force industrial investment is covered 
by standby plants. 

Air Force-controlled acreage within the continental United States 
was approximately 13 million acres on June 30, 1958. The overall 
decrease of 926,000 acres during the year was largely reflected in 
reductions of 1.3 million acres of temporary use land and 165,000 
acres of owned land. A part of the temporary use reduction was 
offset by an increase in public domain lands. As plans are finalized 
and pending withdrawal transactions are consummated, shifts often 
occur from the temporary use to the public domain category. Of the 
16.7 million acres withdrawn from public domain for Defense use 
within continental United States, the Air Force controls 60 percent. 
Much of this land is used for gunnery and advanced fighter bomber 
training. Table 25 provides additional detail on categories of lands 
held by the Air Force.

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Land at inactive installations constituted 5 percent of the total 
Air Force-controlled lands within continental United States. Within 
this 5 percent are 34,000 acres excess to the Air Force’s needs. 

The State pattern of military real property controlled by the Air 
Force is shown in table 26. Some degree of concentration is suggested 
by the fact that the cost of the properties controlled in the five States 
of California, Texas, Florida, Ohio, and New York constituted 39 
percent of the Air Force’s United States total. The Air Force has 
more than $300 million invested in each of these States.

On the basis of cost, table 27 presents the 10 largest categories of 
Air Force-controlled real property.

Airfield pavements 
account for 18 percent of the total Air Force investment within con- 
tinental United States. Maintenance facilities is the second largest 
category, followed closely by troop housing.

Air Force-controlled properties outside the continental United 
States, on the basis of cost, amounted to $3.4 billion at June 30, 1958, 
as compared with $2.8 billion at the previous year end. The overseas 
amount is 36 percent of the worldwide Air Force real property cost. 
About two-thirds of the Air Force properties outside this country are 
located in foreign countries; 71 percent of the Department of Defense 
investment in real property in foreign countries is under Air Force 
control. 

Air Force-controlled properties in many foreign countries represent 
leases of relatively small acreages. Foreign base rights of varying 
types in 34 different countries involve 1.6 million acres of land. 
Virtually all, 97 percent, of the Territories and possessions acreage 
controlled by Air Force is in Alaska and 96 percent of this has been 
withdrawn from public domain lands. Airfield pavements constitute 
the single largest Air Force investment outside continental United 
States. Troop housing is next in cost.

SECTION B. CONSTRUCTION IN PROGRESS 


The cost of work in place, as reported by the military departments, 
on construction projects which have been started but not completed 
and transferred to the inventory is shown in table 28. The cost re- 
ported represents the cost of labor and materials incorporated on the 
construction projects. The Federal Government has a property in- 
terest in these projects—most of them are being built on Government- 
owned land. 

Against this property interest the military departments have made 
cash payments in the form of progress payments to the contractors 
and the unpaid balance due for the work completed by the contractor 
is carried as accounts payable. 

Upon satisfactory completion of the project and acceptance by the 
military department, the total cost of the completed project is added 
to the real property inventory account. 

The accrued cost of projects underway in the various geographical 
areas for each of the military departments is shown in table 28.

Part II. Minirary PERSONAL PROPERTY 


SECTION A, INVENTORY OF MILITARY EQUIPMENT AND SUPPLIES IN THE 
CONSOLIDATED SUPPLY SYSTEMS AND IN STOCK FUNDS 


1. General 

This section of the report deals with the inventories in the supply 
systems of the military services. For each of the four military serv- 
ices, dollar data are presented in terms of ra major purposes for 
which the supplies and equipment are held, e. g., peacetime operating 
stock, mobilization reserve stock, economic eee stock, contin- 
gency retention stock and excess stock. The inventories are also 
subclassified into broad commodity categories representing families 
of similar kinds of items. 

Inventories are accounted for in the supply systems of the military 
services from the time of acceptance by the service until they have 
been issued to a using unit. The supply system inventories are those 
being held in the storage or warehousing facilities of the military 
service for issue to the consumer. They constitute that segment of 
the overall materiel supply system which is defined in the Joint Chiefs 
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of Staff dictionary as the “phase of military supply which extends 
from receipt of finished supplies by the military services through 
issue for use or consumption.” 

The stocks are physically located at depots, posts, camps, stations, 
and bases in the United States, Territories and possessions, and in 
foreign countries. They are stored in warehouses, open storage spaces, 
ammunition dumps, fuel tanks, ete. 

Supply items which have been issued to the consuming military 
units—such as divisions, air-wings and most ships—are not considered 
as assets of the supply system. These items are in the hands of the 
ultimate user and as such are carried as station properties or in the 
individual unit inventories where they remain until consumed, de- 
stroyed, captured, lost or otherwise disposed of. Data are presented 
in part II, section B, of this report on inventories which have been 
issued from the supply system to the ultimate users. If such an item 
in a military unit becomes unserviceable, it is normally replaced by a 
serviceable item from the supply system. The unserviceable item is 
returned to the supply system where it may be repaired and put back 
into supply ai or declared excess and disposed of. 

A separate table, table 42 in part II, section D, shows the amounts 
of surplus personal property which have been turned over to property 
disposal officers and are waiting to be disposed of. This surplus prop- 
erty represents excess transferred from the supply system, which in 
previous reports was carried in the supply system tables, and trans- 
fers from equipment in use and from industrial funds. 

Stock funds.—Stock funds do not constitute a separate supply sys- 
tem. They are operational and financial devices employed by the 
military services principally to facilitate financial control over con- 
sumption-type supply items for which there is recurring demand. 
The stock fund mechanism permits the military services to handle in- 
ventories of such continuous demand items on a replacement basis 
much as private distributors replace stocks depleted by sales with new 
stocks purchased with the proceeds from such sales. Because of the 
widespread interest in stock fund operations as a means of improving 
supply and fiscal management and control of inventories, data repre- 
senting stock fund inventories for each military service are shown sep- 
arately in this section. The stock fund inventories are included in 
the overall totals for the entire supply system of each military service. 

Reporting of categories and inventory accounts.—Data representing 
the dollar value of inventories in the aggregate supply system, both 
the items which are financed by stock funds and those financed from 
appropriated funds, are shown for each of the military services in the 
tables in this section. 

Each of these tables show the dollar amount of inventories in each 
major commodity category (groupings of similar kinds of supplies and 
equipment) and in each strata (groupings according to the purpose for 
which the supplies are retained). 

During fiscal year 1958 the military services completed the stratifi- 
cation of their inventories. The stratification accounts now in use 
by the military services are uniform, and are: (1) peacetime operating, 
(2) mobilization reserve, (3) economic retention, (4) contingency 
retention, (5) excess stocks, and (6) claimant. In addition, stocks 
in transit and stocks in hands of contractors are also accounted for 
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and reported by the Army and Navy. These inventory accounts are 
defined as follows: 

(a) Peacetime operating stocks are stocks in depots and posts, 
camps and stations held for issue to using units to equip and train the 
planned peacetime United States Forces. 

(6) Mobilization reserve stocks are stocks held for the account of 
that portion of the mobilization reserve materiel requirement for which 
procurement is authorized. They include the prepositioned stocks 
held in specific locations in condition for immediate shipment or use. 

(c) Economic retention stocks are stocks in long supply which are 
being retained to meet future requirements since it is more economical 
to retain them than it is to dispose and later have to purchase them, 

(d) Contingency retention stocks are stocks in long supply for which 
there is no programed requirement but which should be retained for 
military or defense contingencies. Only military type items—that is, 
items not ordinarily produced commercially for civilian consumption— 
may be placed in the contingency retention category. 

(e) Excess stocks are stocks classified as excess to the needs of a 
military service but not yet disposed of or, as in the case of the Army, 
stocks excess to the needs of an Army command but not necessarily 
excess to the Army supply system. In this year’s report, all the stocks 
that have been determined to be surplus or foreign excess (the designa- 
tion of surplus stocks in overseas areas) that have been transferred to 
property disposal officers for sale or other disposition, are shown on 
table 42 and are no longer included in the supply systems tables. 

f. Claimant stocks are stocks on hand in a military service which are 
being held for another service or Government agency (such as Atomic 
Energy Commission). Stocks held for Reserve components are not 
carried in this claimant classification but are combined with those of 
the military service. 

In-transit stocks are those to which title has passed to the military 
service, which are en route (a) from manufacturers or suppliers, but 
which have not been physically received; (6) from continental United 
States depots to overseas commands or vice versa; (c) from continental 
United States depots to continental United States commands; and 
(dq) among continental United States depots, which have not been 
reported as received by the consignee depots. 

2. Department of Defense summary 

This section of the report presents detailed dollar inventory sum- 

maries, showing categories and stratification accounts for each of the 


military services. A summary of the aggregate totals in the Depart- 
ment of Defense supply system is shown in table 29.

Table 29 shows that Army holds the largest part of the Department 
of Defense supply system inventories—42.4 percent. Navy and 
Marine Corps together account for 30.9 percent and Air Force 26.7 
Weave: Of the stock fund inventories, Army has 68.1 percent, 

avy and Marine Corps have 26.2 percent, and Air Force 5.7 percent. 
Of the appropriated funds inventories, 36.5 percent belong to the Army, 
32 percent to the Navy and Marine Corps, and 31.5 percent to the 
Air Force. These data are also presented graphically in chart 7. 

A summary of the stratification of the aggregate totals in the Depart- 
ment of Defense supply system is shown in table 30. As of June 30, 
1958, 32.9 percent of the distributed portion of the supply system 
inventories were classified as peacetime operating; 27.5 percent, 
mobilization reserve; 15.1 percent, economic and contingency reten- 
tion; 23.6 percent, excess; and 0.9 percent, claimant stocks. Inas- 
much as all four services are now reporting stratification of their 
inventories on the basis of uniform Department of Defense instruc- 
tions, this is the first time a DOD consolidated stratification table 
could be published. 
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Adjusting the total amount reported for the Army’s supply. system 
inventories in the last year’s report by the amount of stocks in hands 
of property disposal officers, in order to show the two reports on the 
same basis, will show that the total supply system inventories de- 
creased $1,197,373 thousand.

The total reduction in inventories is accounted for by a drawdown 
of $1.5 billion in stock fund property with an increase of $0.3 billion 
in appropriated fund inventories. 

An analysis of the total reduction of Army-owned inventories in the 
amount of $1.2 billion during fiscal year 1958, shows the following 
significant changes in the inventory stratification: 

A revised policy on economic retention stock which placed stringent 
criteria on the retention of this property reduced its value from $4.2 
billion to $1.4 billion. Some of these stocks were added to the mobili- 
zation reserves; others were determined to be excess under operation 
elimex (elimination of excess stocks). 

Operation elimex, which has for its goal the elimination of non- 
essential stock from the Army supply system, has had 2 significant 
results; it has reduced the peacetime operating stocks by $1.8 billion 
(from $6.3 to $4.5 billion) and it has contributed to an increase in the 
excess account of $2.2 billion (from $3.8 to $6.0 billion). 

As of June 30, 1958, 23.2 percent of the distributed portion of Army’s 
supply system inventories were classified as peacetime operating; 37.2 
percent mobilization reserve; 7.1 percent economic and contingency 
retention; 31.1 percent excess; and 1.4 percent claimant stocks. Chart 
8 shows the Army supply system inventories by these major classi- 
fications.

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Army stock fund inventories.—Included in the $20.2 billion inven- 
tories shown in table 32 are $6.1 billion carried in the Army stock fund. 
This $6.1 billion of stock fund inventories in the Army represent 30 
percent of the total inventories reported by the Army in its supply 
system. 
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About 41 percent of the Army stock fund inventories is in the 
Quartermaster Corps category. The Ordnance Corps group of 
categories amounts to $2.3 billion and represents 37.9 percent of the 
total Army stock fund. 

4. Navy supply system inventories (excluding Marine Corps) 

For inclusion in this report, Navy’s supply system inventories are 
grouped into 30 major categories. In addition, the inventories are 
stratified into six accounts, other than undistributed stocks, to indicate 
the broad retention groups into which the Navy inventories are 
divided. 

A brief review of the data in table 33 indicates that the category 
of major Ordnance equipment and explosives, totaling $4.8 billion, 
constitutes the largest single supply category (40.4 percent) of the 
Navy supply system inventory. The only other category of inventory 
valued at over a billion dollars is aeronautical material which totals 
$2.3 billion. These 2 inventory categories together constitute 59.8 
percent of the total Navy supply system inventories at June 30, 1958. 
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Adjusting the total amount report ted for the Navy’s supply system 
inventories in last year’s report by the amount of stocks in hands of 
property disposal officers, in order to show the two reports on the same 
basis, will show that the total supply system inventories decreased 
$2 ,027 ,238,000.

The total reduction in inventories is accounted for by a drawdown 
of $280 million in stock fund property and a drawdown of $1,747 
million in appropriated fund inventories. 

The total value of Navy’s supply system inventory decreased $2 
billion from the amount reported a year ago. Peacetime operating 
stocks increased $495 million during tne year which was the only 
stock strata in which Navy reported an increase. Mobilization re- 
serve stocks decreased $1.9 billion. Economic and contingency re- 
tention stocks decreased $332 million and excess stocks, after elimi- 
nating the surplus in hands of property disposal officers, decreased 

$38 million. Claimant stocks decreased $10 million and the undis- 

tributed stocks decreased $244 million. Peacetime operating and 
mobilization reserve stocks together represent 65.4 percent of the 
total distributed Navy stocks. Navy supply system inventories are 
presented graphically in chart 9.

Navy stock fund (exclusive of Marine Corps).—Table 34 shows the 
category and stratification classification of the Navy (exclusive of the 
Marine Corps) stock fund. The Navy stock fund carried 16.3 per- 
cent of the total inventories in the Navy supply system. 
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All materials procured and/or stored in the Navy supply system for 
issue for maintenance and operating purposes are authorized to be 
carried in the Navy stock fund. Normally, this includes all consum- 
able types of material and relatively minor items of equipment, includ- 
ing parts and components, used in the manufacture, assembly, 
maintenance or rebuild of end items for the military supply system. 

Transfer of residual inventories of Navy stock fund type material 
from the appropriated fund inventories to stock funds continued 
during fiscal year 1958. The drawdown of long supply inventories in 
the stock fund more than offset any capitalization gains as a result of 
the transfers and accounted for the inventory reduction. The 
emphasis and acceleration of the inventory disposal program also 
contributed to the inventory reductions. Continued decapitalization 
of stocks in the special clothing and textiles and resale clothing and 
accessories categories which were transferred to the Army Quarter- 
master (single manager), also had an appreciable effect on the inven- 
tory reduction of these two categories. 

Marine Corps supply system inventories 

The Marine Corps supply system inventories are grouped in table 
35, into 11 major categories. Total value of the Marine Corps 
inventory increased $59.7 million or 3.4 percent during the fiscal year. 
This increase is wholly attributable to increased capitalization in the 
Marine Corps stock fund. The total value of the Marine Corps stock 
fund inventory increased $82.7 million during the fiscal year while 
the appropriated fund inventories decreased $23 million. Peacetime 
operating and mobilization reserve stocks together represent 72.8 
percent of the total distributed Marine Corps stocks. Inventories 
are presented graphically in chart 10.

6. Air Force supply system inventories 
The Air Force supply system inventory, including the Air Force 

stock fund, is presented in 23 categories, or materiel groupings, in 
table 37. During fiscal year 1958 the Air Force stratified its inven- 
tories, in accordance with DOD Instruction 4140.9, to reflect the 
purpose for which the inventories are held. Any comparison of the 
amounts in these materiel groupings with those shown in last year’s 
report would not be meaningful due to the stratification reclassification. 
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As of June 30, 1958, 50.3 percent of the distributed portion of the 
Air Force supply system inventories was classified as peacetime 
operating; 3.7 percent, mobilization reserve; 21.8 percent, economic 
and contingency retention; 23.7 percent, excess; and 0.5 percent, 
claimant stocks. 

An analysis of the Air Force supply system data in table 37 shows 
that about 22.6 percent of the total inventory is in the category of 
spare engines. Other large categories, each with inventories of over 
a billion dollars are: (1) Airframe components, (2) powerplant com- 
ponents, and (3) weapons-ammunition-propellent components. 

Chart 11 shows the Air Force supply system inventories by these 
major classifications.

The largest division of the Air Force stock fund is the Aviation 
Fuels Division which represents 47.9 percent of the total Air Force 
stock fund. Approximately 87.1 percent of the distributed portion of 
the Air Force stock fund was classified as peacetime operating and 
mobilization reserve stocks; 8.4 percent, economic retention stocks; 
and 4.5 percent, excess stocks. 


SECTION B. MILITARY AND GENERAL EQUIPMENT ISSUED FOR USE 
(INCLUDING PRODUCTION EQUIPMENT) 

1. General 

Quantitative records are maintained by the military departments of 
equipment taken from the supply system and issued to units for use. 
Except for major classes of equipment such as aircraft and ships, how- 
ever, data are not available by specific categories for such stock or 
equipment in the possession of using units or troops. The monetary 
accounting reports of both Navy and Air Force normally show a total 
value only for such stocks. Army does not include its issued stocks 
and equipment in its monetary accounting system but it does use a 
periodic statistical report of the quantities of the major items to 
develop estimates of monetary values. 


2. Office of the Secretary of Defense 
Within the Office of the Secretary of Defense, major items of equip- 


ment in use as of June 30, 1958, represented a cost of $2 million. 
Office equipment and furniture accounts for 98 percent of this total.

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8. Army, major military and general equipment in use 

Army estimates that the value of major items of equipment in pos- 
session of Army troops and National Guard units was $6 billion as of 
June 30, 1958. This equipment consists of combat and support 
materiel such as artillery, small arms, chemical weapons, tanks, other 
combat vehicles, tactical and support vehicles, Army aircraft, evided 
missiles and other major equipment. 


4. Navy, military and general equipment in use 

The acquisition cost of Navy’s equipment in use is estimated at 
$30.5 billion as of June 30,1958. Of this total, $21.8 billion represents 
the cost of 2,571 ships, both active and inactive. 

Service craft, such as utility land craft, minesweeping boats, open 
lighters, floating derricks and harbor tugs totaled 1 ,972 as of June 30, 
1958. These were valued at approximately $1 billion. 

Navy program aircraft totaled 11,924 as of June 30, 1958, which 
includes operating aircraft 8,424, logistical support aircraft 2,109 and 
reserve stocks of 1,391. These aircraft are re ported as costing $ $5.9 
billion. Items of equipment other than production equipment, in use 
at shore installations on the report date, had an acquisition cost of 
$1.8 billion. 

5. Air Force, military and general equipment in use 

The June 30, 1958, figure re presenting Air Force cost of equipment 
in use was $25.6 billion. Its 25,164 aircraft are reported as costing 
$21.5 billion with all other in-use equipment valued at $4.1 billion. 
The aircraft total includes 2,433 in the custody of the Air National 
Guard, and 659 in the custody of the Air Force Reserve. The aircraft 
are valued at standard prices reflecting an average cost for each type 
of aircraft regardless of the contractor or fiscal year procurement, 
without reflecting engineering changes and modification costs subse- 
quent to approval of the basic contract. There has been a small 
reduction in the number of aircraft during the fiscal year but the 
monetary value is $2.2 billion more than that reported a year ago. 
This increase is due mainly to the larger proportion of new jet powered 
aircraft owned by the Air Force. 


6. Inventory of production equipment 


The acquisition cost of production equipment under Department of 
Defense control as of June 30, 1958, was reported as $5.5 billion, a 
slight increase (4 percent) from that on hand 1 year earlier. Produc- 
tion equipment includes metalworking machinery and other allied 
industrial equipment such as metal heat-treating furnaces, trans- 
formers, hardness testing machines, balancing machines, ete. 

Metalworking equipment located within the continental United 
States and controlled by the Department of Defense had an acquisition 
cost of $2.9 billion on June 30, 1958 (see table 39). This was a de- 
crease of $30 million from the amount reported 1 year earlier. De- 
creases reported by Army and Air Force were partly offset by a small 
increase in the Navy total. The cost of the various individual types 
of metalworking equipment is shown in table 40.

The total number of metalworking equipment items in the Depart- 
ment of Defense on June 30, 1958, was 245,900. About 3,500 of 
these machine tools are in Navy use in overseas areas. Other items 
of production equipment controlled by the military departments 
totaled 272,800. Of this latter equipment, about 5,500 items are 
located outside continental United States. 

In addition to the 87,800 machine tools, the Army reports that it 
has 172,800 other items of production equipment in use and in reserve 
which are used in the manufacture of various military end items and 
components. This production equipment, other than metalworking, 
had an acquisition cost of $1,813 vihoe All of the Army production 
equipment is within continental United States. 

Included in the Navy production equipment totals (apart from any 
production equipment in the supply system data) are 81,500 machine 
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tools and 69,000 other items of production equipment such as railroad 
transportation, electrical distribution, materials handling, and con- 
struction and excavating equipment. The 69,000 items of production 
equipment other than metalworking had an acquisition cost of 
$366 million. 

In addition to the 76,600 machine tools, totaling slightly over 
$1 billion, the Air Force had 31,000 other production equipment items 
such as airfie ld maintenance, materials handling, and excavating 
equipment. These latter items cost at acquisition $190 million. 
The Air Force also reports 36,500 items of capital plant equipment 
with an acquisition cost of $173 million. None of the above are 
included in the Air Force supply system data. 


SECTION C. INVENTORIES HELD IN INDUSTRIAL FUNDS 


Working capital funds are authorized by section 405 of title [IV of 
the National Security Act, as amended. ‘The use of industrial funds 
permits the financing of industrial or commercial type activities and 
the development of production costs to be used as a basis for charging 
the appropriations of customers for the products or services furnished 
to them by the activity financed by the fund. 

As of June 30, 1958, 55 activities in the Department of Defense 
were operated under industrial fund charters. The Army lrad 25; 
the Navy 55 (including 27 separate printing activities); the Air Force 
2 (1 of which is a printing activity located in 8 different plants and 

a laundry and dry-cleaning activity operated at 50 installations). 
The total inventories, consisting of raw materials, supplies, and work 
in process, held in all industrial funds in the Department of Defense 
amounted to $352 million on June 30, 1958. 

The industrial fund inventories for each group of activities within 
each Department are shown in table 41.

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SECTION D. SURPLUS PERSONAL. PROPERTY IN HANDS OF PROPERTY- 
DISPOSAL OFFICERS 


As of June 30, 1958, the value of the worldwide surplus and foreign 
excess property inventory of the Department of Defense amounted to 
$4,175 million, of which $3,564 million, or 85.4 percent, was in conti- 
nental United States and $611 million, or 14.6 percent, was Overseas 
or foreign excess (table 42).

Of the total amount of surplus and foreign excess property inven- 
tories held by property disposal officers the Army reported $1,200 
million or 28.7 percent; Navy (including Marine Corps) $1,873 
million or 44.9 percent; Air Force $1,102 million or 26.4 percent. 

The Army reported that 69.3 percent of their total surplus and 
foreign excess inventories held by _property disposal officers was in 
continental United States while 30.7 pere ent was in foreign countries. 
The Navy surplus and foreign excess inventories held ‘by property 
disposal officers were reported as 98.8 percent in the continental 
United States and only 1.2 percent in foreign countries. Air Force 
reports that 80 percent of their surplus and foreign excess inventories 
was located within the continental United States and 20 percent 
located in foreign countries. 


SECTION E. NATIONAL INDUSTRIAL RESERVE 


1. General 


Public Law 883, 80th Congress, the National Industrial Reserve 
Act of 1948, provides for establishing 


adequate measures whereby an essential nucleus of Govern- 
ment-owned industrial plants and a national reserve of 
machine tools and industrial manufacturing equipment may 
be assured for immediate use to supply the needs of the 
Armed Forces in time of national emergency or in antici- 
pation thereof. 


The properties still owned by the Government are managed by the 
General Services Administration (as successor to the Federal Works 
Agency) under general policies established by the Secretary of De- 
fense. Since the Department of Defense has a contingent claim and 
production priority rights in all the national industrial reserve plants 
including those which GSA has disposed of with a national security 

clause and those plants leased, or in GSA custody, data on these are 
33294—58——9 
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included in this section of this report. However, none of the proper- 
ties in this reserve has been included in the totals for real property 
(pt. I) or metalworking equipment (pt. II, sec. B) of this report be- 
cause they are held by GSA. 


Plant reserves 


The national industrial plant reserve contained 83 facilities as of 
June 30, 1958. The sponsoring military department and status of 
these plants on that date were:

In keeping with Department of Defense policy to release as many 
reserve ea as possible to private corporations, 68 of the 83 plants 
have been sold subject to appropriate restrictions and recapture 
clauses, 13 are being operated under lease or contract agreement, and 
the remaining 2 plants in the reserve are being maintained at Govern- 
ment expense by the General Services Administration. 

The net residual acquisition cost (original cost of construction and 
acquisition of entire plant less portions previously disposed of) of the 
83 plants now in the reserve was $1.03 billion. ‘This cost is made up 
of $902 million for the 68 plants which have been sold to private 
interests and $124 million for the 15 plants still in custody of the 
Government. 

The status of the 83 plants by category of product is shown in 
table 43. Of the 15 plants still owned by the Government, 8 produce 
basic raw materials or products in the magnesium, iron and steel, and 
miscellaneous metal fields, and 7 are producing military end items and 
components in the aircraft and tank automotive fields. The 2 idle 
plants in the reserve consist of 2 magnesium facilities sponsored by 
the Air Force.

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3. Equipment reserve 


The total number of items of production equipment in the national 
industrial equipment reserve on June 30, 1958, was 4,990 as compared 
with 4,648 1 year ago. The original acquisition cost of these items 
was $16.4 million. 

Of the total of 4,990 items in the reserve, 2,395 are carried in the 
central inventory of the production equipment redistribution group, 
available for lease to overcome production shortages of qualified con- 
tractors engaged in defense-supporting production. The remaining 
2,595 equipment items are held in reserve for additional defense 
support and essential civilian production in the event of mobilization. 


Part II]. Progress 1x RecorpiInG AND ReEporRTING PROPERTIES 


SECTION A. OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY OF DEFENSE PUBLISHED DIREC- 
TIVES AND INSTRUCTIONS AND CURRENT PROJECTS PERTAINING TO 
PROPERTY ACCOUNTING AND REPORTING 


A digest of the principal regulations, directives, and instructions 
which provide for the recording or reporting of inventory data which 
have been issued by the Office of the See retary of Defense since the 
enactment of title IV of the National Security Act and were in effect 
as of June 30, 1958, is presented in this part of the report. These 
current directives and instructions, in some instances, supersede or 
revise earlier directives and instructions on the subject of property 
accounting and reporting. 


1. Regulation covering the operation of working capital funds for indus- 
trial and commercial-type establishments (industrial funds), issued 
July 13, 1950, as amended September 7, 1950 

These regulations provide for the establishment of three industrial 
funds—one in each military cepartment. They also establish the 
policy for the initial transfer of funds, inventories, and properties to 
the industrial funds; the handling of work orders and rermbursements 
for such work; provision for accounting and cost accounting svstems; 
authorization to incur obligations and expend funds; budgetary con- 
trol; reporting on operations; and auditing. 


Military assistance program supply performance report (DOD In- 
struction 2110.27), issued June 10, 1988 

This instruction prescribes procedures for the direction and prepara- 
tion of summary quantitative data which will serve as the basis for 
official reports of the DOD under the military assistance program. 
The reports will make available comprehensive summaries of the 
military assistance program to the Department of Defense, the Con- 
gress and other Federal agencies. 


Aircraft inventory record series (DOD Instruction 3232.3); issued 
March 23, 1956 

This instruction establishes a uniform aircraft inventory record 
series within the Department of Defense in order to ensure that an 
accurate accountability and inventory record control of components 
installed in aircraft may be maintained. This requirement is appli- 
cable to all aircraft including those subject to interdepartment transfer, 
maintenance cross-servicing, and utilization by National Guard units, 
Reserve training units and the mutual defense assistance program. 
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4. Summary reports of dollar value of deliveries by procurement (claim- 
ant) program (DOD Instruction 4000.3), issued November 12, 1954 

This instruction establishes reports of the dollar value of supplies 
and equipment delivered to the military departments and military 
construction put in place. The reports also show the dollar value of 
scheduled or established future deliveries and construction by procure- 
ment (claimant) program. This instruction provides a comprehen- 
sive measure of progress and trends in military deliveries and con- 
struction to be used as a basis for measuring impacts on the national 
economy and for forecasting materials, manpower, or other require- 


ments of military programs for planning use by DOD and other 
Government agencies. 


5. Basie regulations for the military supply system (DOD Directive 
4000.8), reissued January 5, 1957 

These basic regulations set forth important objectives in the field 
of supply which are to be implemented by the military departments 
and redefine the relationships between the basic regulations and other 
Department of Defense directives regulating supply management. 
They specifically require that ‘all supply accounting at depot, post, 
camp, station, base, and installation level will be developed to achieve 
integration and uniformity on a quantitative and monetary basis, 
except for supplies and property with troop units and afloat, where 
periodic quantitative inventories only will be required, and that pre- 
scribed stock levels shall be uniform among military departments 
where similar conditions exist.” 


6. Inventory of commercial and industrial type manufacturing facilities 
(DOD Instruction 4100.19), issued February 3, 1955 
This instruction provides for the taking of an inventory by the 
military departments of commercial and industrial type manufactur- 
ing facilities, which are owned and operated by the Department of 
Defense and which produce products for its use. 


7. Individual procurement action report (DOD Instruction 4105.44), 
reissued May 20, 1958, with subsequent amendments 
This instruction prescribes the use of a uniform format for reporting 
all procurement actions of $10,000 or more entered into by the military 
departments. This format is designed to provide essential procure- 
ment records and statistics through a single uniform reporting pro- 
gram as a basis for required recurring and special reports. It also 
provides the military departments with a wide variety of significant 
data for procurement policy and management control purposes. 
8. Monthly procurement summary by purchasing office (DOD Instruc- 
tion 4105.51), issued May 20, 1958 
This instruction provides a form for the use by purchasing offices of 


the military departments to report procurement actions of less than 
$10,000 on a uniform basis. 
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9. Inventory management policies (DOD Directive 4140.1), issued 
October 12, 1956, and subsequent amendments, and a series of DOD 
instructions: (a) Management of mobilization reserve stocks (in- 
struction 4140.2), issued July 28, 1954, and subsequent amend- 
ments; (b) management of altel in long supply (instruction 
4140.3), issued January 11, 1956, and subsequent amendment 
revising the issue of August 19, 1954; (c) management of materiel 
pipeline, including levels of cupply (instruction 4140.4), issued 
September 3, 1954; (d) acquisition of materiel from GSA stores 
depots (directive 4140.5), issued April 15, 1955, and subsequent 
amendment; (e) interservice supply support (directive 4140.6), 
issued July 5, 1955; (f) control, supply and positioning of materiel 
(instruction 4140.7), issued July 20, 1955, and subsequent amend- 
ment; and (g) inventory management report for materiel in the 
military supply systems (instruction 4140.9), issued April 27, 1956, 
and subsequent amendments 

Directive 4140.1 establishes the Department of Defense basic policy 
for the management of materiel inventories and uniform definitions. 

It calls for a physical inventory of materiel and reconciliation of rec- 

ords at least once a year, and requires that each item of materiel, both 

for military or industrial use within a military service, shall be under 
the cognizance of only one inventory control point. These supply 
and inventory control points are required to maintain records, make 
reports, channel the transportation of materiel in the most economical 
manner, review the inventory status in relation to current and future 
requirements, determine and declare Service-wide excess stocks, and 
schedule rebuilding of economically repairable stocks. Instruction 

4140.2 establishes the policies regarding the retention, storage, care, 

and preservation of mobilization reserve stocks and their stock record 

accounting, reporting, and control. Instruction 4140.3 establishes 
policies, criteria, and proc edures requiring the optimum use of materiel 

in long supply within the Department of Defense. Instruction 4140.4 

prescribes definitions to be used for identifying the levels of supply in 

the materiel pipeline. Directive 4140.5 prescribes the policies and 
procedures governing Department of Defense acquisition of materiel 
from GSA. Directive 4140.6 sets policies, criteria, and procedures to 
facilitate optimum interservice use of available materiel within the 

Department of Defense. Instruction 4140.7 provides procedures, 

criteria, and guidance governing the control, supply, and positioning 

of materiel within Defense. Instruction 4140.9 prescribes semiannual 
and annual reporting as to the status, condition, purposes, and activity 
of the materici inventories of the military departments. 


10. Materials handling equipment utilization and allowance (DOD 
Insi ructi ym 4145.11) issued August 29, 1955, and revised Decem- 
ber 2, 1957 
This nstruntion (a) establishes uniform criteria for determining 
quantitative requirements and allowances for the principal items of 
materials handling equipment, (6) provides a means for determining 
the quantities of such equipment required by an installation and 
(c) prescribes, reports and data pertinent to the effective application 
of criteria and analyses of equipment utilization. 
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11. Policy and procedures relating to nonexcess personal property to be 
sold or exchanged for replacement purposes (DOD Instruction 
4160.1), issued July 14, 1956 

This instruction establishes Department of Defense policy relating 
to the exchange or sale of personal property for replacement purposes 
where the proceeds of the sale are applied to acquire similar items. It 
also prescribes policy and procedures affecting the utilization screening 
of such property before sale or exchange. 


12. Policy and procedures governing reporting and screening of ercess 
personal property under control of DOD (DOD Instruction 4160.9), 
wssued June 24, 1955 and subsequent amendments 

This instruction establishes departmentwide policy and procedures 
for reporting personal property under Department of Defense control, 
which is excess to the needs of the organization holding such property. 

It routes notifications of excess personal property so that all elements 

of the Department of Defense may be informed of its existence and 

character. Provision is made for notifying all other elements of the 

Federal Government of excesses remaining after Department of 

Defense needs are met. Finally, the instruction provides for disposal 

of such excesses which are not absorbed by the Federal Government. 


13. Reporting requirements for excess, surplus, and foreign excess 
personal property (DOD Instruction 4160.12), issued July 3, 
1956, and subsequent amendments 

This instruction establishes basic requirements for a Department of 

Defense reporting system for excess, surplus, and foreign excess per- 


sonal property. 


DOD facility classes and construction categories (DOD Instruction 
4165.3), issued March 11, 1955, and subsequent amendments 
This instruction provides a standard numerical code for the identifi- 
cation and classification of facility classes and construction categories 
to permit uniform identification and classification of real property in 
planning, programing, budgeting, accounting and reporting; exclu- 
sive of the civil works activities of the Army Corps of Engineers, or 
emergency construction in direct support of combat operations for any 
of the military departments. 


15. Real property: . Acquisition, management and disposal (DOD Diree- 
tive 4165.6), issued Septe mber 15, 1955; program for management 
of real property ae nance activities (DOD Instruction 4165.9), 
issued June 23, 195: 


Directive 4165.6 states thie Department of Defense policy relative to 
the acquisition, management and disposal of real anal and dele- 
gates the authority to accomplish these actions within each of the 
military departments to the respective Secretary. Instruction 4165.9 
outlines a program for uniformly effective management of real property 
maintenance activities. 

16. Inventory of military real property (DOD Instruction 4165.14) 
reissued February 20, 1958 

This instruction provides a uniform procedure to be followed by the 
military departments for the establishment and maintenance of a 
worldwide inventory of real property (land and improvements) and 
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for the preparation of an abridged inventory in summary form. 
Specific instructions are contained in this instruction as to the cate- 
gories, physical units of measure, the data, maps, and descriptive 
information which are to be kept on the records in the military depart- 
ments and those that are to be summarized and reported to the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense. The military departments are required 
to keep their records current at all times and to submit summary 
reports annually. 


17. Retention of real property (DOD Directive 4165.20), issued August 
27, 1955, and subsequent amendments 


This Directive establishes Department of Defense policy governing 
the retention of real property by the military departments, establishes 
criteria by which such property will be retained or reported excess and 
provides for a review of real property holdings within the military 
departments. 


18. Preparation of materiel planning study, DD Form 764 (DOD Direc- 
tive 4200.1), issued April 9, 1954, and subsequent amendments 

This directive provides for a uniform presentation of demand and 
supply data from which the Office of the Secretary of Defense and the 
military departments can discharge their re SeprnnEte in the field 
of requirements and supply management. Worldwide assets on hand 
and their general location are shown. The directive is recordkeeping 
in nature and studies of major items currently being procured are re- 
quested by separate memorandums as required—usually semiannually. 
A list of items was developed for which a materiel planning study was 
requested from the military departments. This original list of items 


has been revised periodically for the purpose of adding or deleting 
items as they increase or decrease in importance. 


19. Prcduction-delivery status and progress reporting between military 
departments (DOD Instruction 4200.4), issued October 11, 1956, 
and materiel program control—principal items (DOD Instruction 
1,200.6), issued December 14, 1955, and sult sequent amendments 

Instruction 4200.4 establishes a requirement for, and a method to 
accomplish, the exchange of information between two or more of the 
military departments ‘Telative to production-delivery status and 
progress reporting in connection with basic items procured or produced 
by one military department for another as the result of a single pro- 
curement assignment agreement. Instruction 4200.6 establishes the 
criteria for determining end items of major importance and provides 
for the accumulation of data, the regular publication of studies and the 
interchange of information between the military departments relative 
to those major items. 


20. Recording and utilization of idle production equipment (DOD 
Directive 4215.9), issued August 7, 1957, and subsequent amend- 
ment 

This directive prescribes the policies and procedures for reporting 
and redistributing idle machine tools and certain other related pro- 
duction equipment owned or controlled by the Department of Defense. 
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21. Inventory of machine tools and other production equipment (DOD 
Directive 4215.12), issued April 25, 1957. 

This directive provides for the preparation and maintenance of 

adequate inventory records of Department of Defense owned machine 

tools and other production equipment in the departmental industrial 


equipment reserves and for obtaining semiannual summary inventory 
reports. 


22. Petroleum products status and program report (DOD Instruction 
4220.1), issued January 20, 1956, and subsequent amendment 


This instruction provides for quarterly reports from the military 
departments showing the procurement program and deliveries, con- 
sumption, sales, issues, inventories and analyses of the reported data 
for selected petroleum products along with dollar values for the 
procurement program and deliveries. 


23. Preparation oY materiel planning study, aircraft engines (DOD 
Instruction 4230.2), issued September 7, 1955 


This inatblictidl establishes (a) a Uniform system for recording 
requirements and supply data for aircraft engines and (b) a basis for 
the periodic review of current and future engine programs and a 
comparison of those programs to mobilization capabilities. 


24. Military public works basic recordkeeping requirements (DOD In- 
struction 4270.3), wssued October 13, 1966 

This instruction provides for the maintaining of basic records, 

relative to military public works construction activities, at the head- 


quarters of each of the military departments, from which summary 
data may be extracted as required. 


25. DOD motor vehicle uniform reporting system (DOD Instruction 
4500.7), reissued June 26, 1957 
This instruction establishes standard terminology, definitions and 
reporting of motor vehicle inventories. The system provides data 
on utilization, operating and maintenance costs. 


26. Responsibility for application of automatic data processing systems 
to business procedures (DOD Directive 5105.11), issued January 
2 1957 
This directive defines the responsibility of the military departments 
and the Office of the Secretary of Defense in the application of auto- 
matic data processing systems (ADPS) to business procedures; such 
as inventory accounting, ete. 
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. Policies for implementation of single manager assignments (DOD 
Directive 5160.12), issued January 31, 1956, and a series of 
DOD directives: (a) Single manager assignment for airlift serv- 
ice (DOD Directive 5160.2), issued December 7, 1956, and 
subsequent amendment; (b) single manager service assignment for 
ocean transportation (DOD Dyrective 5160.10), issued May 28, 
1956, and subsequent amendments; (c) single manager assign- 
ment for subsistence (DOD Directive 5160.11), issued May 3, 
1956, and subsequent amendment; (d) single manager service 
assignment for traffic management within the United States (DOD 
Directive 5160.14), issued May 1, 1956, and subsequent amend- 
ments; (e) single manager assignment for clothing—tertiles (DOD 
Directive 5160.15), issued May 4, 1956, and subsequent amend- 
ments; (f) single manager assignment for medical materiel (DOD 
Directive 5160.16), issued May 4, 1956; (g) single manager assign- 
ment for petroleum (DOD Directive 5160.18), issued July 24, 
1956, and subsequent amendments. 

Directive 5160.12 establishes the basic pattern of organization and 

procedures for single manager assignments for common use items or 

common service activities, identifying the primary objective of the 
single manager assignments as being the elimination of duplication 
and overlapping of effort between and among the military departments 
and the improvement of effectiveness and economy in supply and 
service operations throughout the Department of Defense. Directive 
5160.2 creates a single manager assignment for airlift service, desig- 
nating the Secretary of the Air Force as the single manager. Direc- 
tive 5160.10 creates a single manager service assignment for ocean 
transportation designating the Secretary : the Navy as the single 
manager. Directive 5160.11 creates a single manager for subsistence 
designating the igen o the Army as t Se single manager. Direc- 
tive 5160.14 creates a e Manager service assignment for traffic 
management within the oi Pastod States, designating the Secretary of 
the Army as the single manager. Directive 5160.15 creates a single 
manager assignment for clothing-textiles, designating the Secretary 

of the Army as the single manager. Directive 5160.16 creates a 

single manager assignment for medical materiel, designating the 

Secretary of the Navy as the single manager. Directive 5160.18 

creates a single manager assignment for petroleum, designating the 

Secretary of the Navy as the single manager. 


28. Accounting and reporting on disposition of proceeds from sale of 
scrap, salvage or surplus military supplies, equipment and mate- 
rial, including foreign excess personal property (DOD Instruction 
7310.1), issued July 24, 1957 

This instruction sets forth the policies with respect to accounting 
and reporting on disposition of proceeds from sale of scrap, salvage, 
or surplus materials, including foreign excess personal property of the 

Department of Defense, except (a) proceeds from sale of such material 

held by working capital funds of the military departments (these are 

handled in accordance with regulations governing stock fund and 


industrial fund operations), and (6) proceeds from sale of such material 
held for the material assistance program. 
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29. Regulations governing stock fund operations (DOD Directive 7420.1), 
reissued December 19, 1956: (a) Authorized donations of surplus 
materiel from working-capital funds to health, education, and 
welfare (instruction 7420.3), issued June 9, 1955, and subsequent 
amendments; (b) constructive methods of billing for stock fund 
sales (instruction 7420.4), wsued July 2, 1957; (c) principles to 
be observed dalermining materiel to be included in stock funds 
(instruction 7420.5), issued November 26, 1956 

Directive 7420.1 provides for establishment of a stock fund in each 
of the four services setting up procedures for the issuance of charters; 
initial transfer of funds, inventories, and other assets, pricing policy, 
management policy, sales of stocks, accounting, authority to obligate 
and expend funds, budgetary control, reporting, and auditing. In- 
struction 7420.3 provides for establishment of accounts in each 
industrial fund and departmental stock fund and division thereof to 
reflect the authorized donations of surplus materiel to Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare. Instruction 7420.4 provides for the establishment 

of sales and accounts receivable at the time delivery of goods to a 

common carrier is made. Instruction 7420.5 clarifies the criteria for 

inclusion and exclusion of materiel for stock fund financing. 


30. Financial reports for Department of Defense stock funds (DOD 
Instruction 7420.6), issued June 10, 1957 
This instruction provides the financial reports and budget forms to 
meet requirements of the Office of the Secretary of Defense in overall 
financial review, for use in the preparation of reports to the Congress 
and other Government agencies, and in financial control actions under 
the budget process. 


31. Reimbursement by single manager stock fund divisions for retail in- 
ventory losses (DOD Instruction 7420.7), issued January 7, 1958 


This Instruction prescribes uniform procedures for reimbursement 
by single manager stock fund divisions to the retail stock fund divi- 
sions of the military services for net inventory losses of the correspond- 
ing retail category or division of assigned material estimated to be 
recovered in surcharges established by the single manager. 


32. Uniform pricing policy for materials, supplies and equipment 
financed by military appropriated funds (DOD Directive 7510.1), 
issued December 31, 1956 

This Directive provides the basic policies and criteria pertaining to 
pricing materials, supplies, and equipment in the supply distribution 

- stem other than those inventories financed under working capital 

unds. 


33. Use of source documents and source records in quantitative and 
financial inventory accounting (DOD Instruction 7510.2), issued 
July 2, 1957 
This instruction defines the type of basic source documents and 
source records to be used in the military departments to insure that 
the inventory accounting and reporting systems provide for the accum- 
ulation of both quantitative and financial data from original trans- 
action documents and stock records. 
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SECTION B. DEPARTMENT OF THE ARMY 


As of June 30, 1958, the number of line items in the Army supply 
system totaled 962,000, an increase of approximately 5,000 over the 
number as of September 30, 1957. This increase is due, in part, to 
the input of guided missile ‘and Army aircraft parts. The Army is 
continuing its efforts to keep the number of line items in the supply 
system at the minimum level required to perform its mission. This 
is being accomplished through standardization and item reduction 
programs. 

During fiscal year 1958 the Department of the Army continued its 
program of reducing the number of different line items in the Army 
supply system by reviewing individual stock record cards, maintained 
at inventory control points, and eliminating the cards for all items no 
longer in the supply system. A reduction was made in the number of 
conventional items. However, the addition of many new items 
required for new and complex equipment more than offset this 
reduction. 

Progress has been made in the utilization of the Federal supply 
classification system by assigning to a particular Army technical 
service the logistic responsibility for the classified item. For each 
item in the Army supply system converted to Federal supply classifica- 
tions, the inventor Vy control, procurement, depot storage, and issue has 
been made the responsibility of a single technical service. 

The Army aviation depot plan provided for the transfer of Army- 
equity repair parts from Air Force depots to Army depots during 
fiscal years 1957, 1958, and 1959. The original plan called for 
transfers of stocks from Air Force to Army in the amount of $51 
million which was subsequently revised to $61 million. Receipts 
from procurement and other sources in Air Force depots on behalf of 
the Army increased this amount to $79.4 million. As of June 30, 
1958, all but $1.6 million of the Army-equity repair stocks had been 
transferred, virtually completing the plan in 2 years instead of 3. 

About a year ago the Army developed a 3-year plan to exploit the 
potential of automatic data processing and high-speed communica- 
tions equipment to improve its performanc e of logistics functions. As 
of June 30, 1958, this equipment has been installed at 10 national 
inventory control points and 6 depots. 

The following accomplishments have been made by the Quarter- 
master General of the Ar my who is the single manager for clothing and 
— material and subsistence during this fiscal year: 

. Completed the stratification of combined inventories. 

Procurement and contracting activities for clothing and equipage 
ee been centralized at the Military Clothing and Textile Supply 
Agency, Philadelphia, and two other inventory control points located 
at Atlanta and Utah General Depots. 

Government-furnished property bailment bond procedures have 
been implemented. 

4. Continued attrition of depot stocks from storage locations not 
included in the permanent distribution plan. A reduction from 80 to 
l: 3 ai ‘ations of such stocks is planned for fiscal year 1959. 

. Increased utilization of annual option-type contracts. 
Utilization of a contract administration check list to monitor 
ocasidietl progress.

7. Extension of the cost accounting system to cover machine tools. 

The following improvements in the Army real property inventory 
system are planned for fiscal year 1959: 

Nomenclature of facilities will be standardized in the basic in- 
ventory maintained at the Department of Army level. 

2. Real property records at installations currently maintained on 
5 different inventory records according to classification of facility, 
i.e., buildings, utilities, surfaced areas, land and miscellaneous, will be 
reduced to 2 inventory records, i.e., land and all other. 

3. Real property transactions will be reported by facilities to De- 
partment of the Army level as transactions occur which will permit 
the maintenance of a current inventory. 

4. All real property transactions which initiate or effect accounta- 
bility will be documented on a single form replacing a variety of forms 
presently used. 

5. Real property transactions by Corps of Engineers will be pre- 
pared in a manner to permit mechanical processing at Department of 
the Army level without manual recording at command level. It is 

lanned to extend this method, to the maximum extent feasible, to 


installations for reporting real property transactions accomplished by 
the installations. 


SECTION C. DEPARTMENT OF THE NAVY 


Several inventory management policies have been developed by the 
Navy during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1958. Some of these 
policies were— 

1. Transfer of inventory management responsibilities of tech- 
nical bureaus to supply-demand control points. This will permit 
the technical bureaus to concentrate on important technical and 
engineering tasks properly considered their primary mission and 
the supply-demand control points to manage all of the inven- 
tories. 

2. Clarification of bureau responsibilities in order to furnish 
adequate program support data and technical data to supply- 
demand control points that have been assigned program support 
responsibilities. 

3. Realinement of inventory management of shore-based 
ground electronics equipment under a single inventory manager 
rather than have the manager of each program which utilizes 
electronic equipment responsible for separate stocks of shore- 
based ground electronics equipment. A similar type action was 
completed for integrating the management and control of navy- 
wide automotive and materials handling equipment under the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks. 

The number of items of supply which have been identified and 
cataloged under the Defense cataloging program were approximately 
1,400,000 as of June 30, 1958. This represents a slight increase 
(approximately 125,000 items) during the fiscal year. The Navy 
has implemented an accelerated item reduction program (AIR) for 
the purpose of reducing the range of items to an absolute minimum 
within a 3%-year period. The Navy has continued its program of 
converting the Navy cataloging system to the Federal catalog pro- 
gram as prescribed by Public Law 436, 82d Congress. During fiscal

year 1958 approximately 273,400 Navy and Marine Corps supply 
items were converted to the Federal catalog program. it 

To insure that the quality of supply support to the aviation seg- 
ment of the Navy supply system was adequate and compatible with 
the generation of high-performance aircraft and missiles, the Navy 
established a special board of qualified officers and civilians to review 
the adequacy of supply support currently being rendered. This board 
noted several areas in which it was believed supply support could be 
improved. Approximately 43 specific recommendations made by the 
board are currently being implemented which should improve aviation 
supply support for the Navy aviation program. 

During fiscal year 1958 the Navy disposed of excess and surplus 
property valued at $1.8 billion. Because of rapidly developing new 
weapons systems, it is believed that additional large quantities of 
existing inventories will soon become obsolete. The Navy is currently 
alining its material requirements with its program requirements and 
identifying and removing from the supply system all material not 
specifically required to meet the Navy program. It is estimated that 
approximately $2 billion of excess material will be removed from the 
Navy supply system during fiscal year 1959. 

During fiscal year 1958 the Navy and Marine Corps achieved some 
significant advances in the standardization program. ‘The Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts reported a reduction of approximately 91,000 
items from the Navy supply system. The Bureau of Ships adopted 
a new standard for calibration of propulsion shafts, which resulted in 
substantial savings. The Bureau of Ordnance developed a design 
screening system to eliminate unnecessary drawings for standard 
parts, restrict the use of nonstandard parts, and facilitate the selec- 
tion of standard test and checkout equipment. This system pre- 
vented the introduction of 10,695 new items into the supply system. 
The Bureau of Yards and Docks revised the standards for replace- 
ment of dry-charged lead-acid storage batteries and modified the 
procurement specifications for electrolyte to permit bulk supply in 
lieu of individual containers. 

The Navy’s electronic data processing program is expected to im- 
prove the effectiveness of the Rosse Establishment in its support of 
the operating forces. With its unique capabilities for processing 
essential data at electronic speeds and producing timely and valuable 
integrated information to guide management decisions, the electronic 
computer appears to have the potential of enabling great strides in 
the pursuit of this objective. the ee continued its efforts in lay- 
ing the groundwork for capitalizing on this potential by installing ad- 
ditional computers, developing systems for future installations, and 
familiarizing line management with the concept and possibilities of this 
equipment. Notable progress was made in— 

(a) The installation of five additional computers at supply 
activities as part of the program to improve stock requirement 
determinations within shorter processing cycles and improve 
service to the fleet. 

(6) The installation of three additional computers at shipyards 
to improve data processing primarily in the areas of inventory 
control and finance. A concentrated effort will be made at the 
Mare Island Shipyard to design a system for production planning 
and control processes.

(c) Development of an inventory management system by the 
Marine Corps which is expected to be operational by the fall of 
1959. 


SECTION D. DEPARTMENT OF THE AIR FORCE 


During fiscal year 1958 the Air Force developed and implemented a 
worldwide logistics improvement program based primarily upon single 
point requisitioning for weapons system support and direct supply 
from prime depots in the United States to overseas units. This pro- 
gram reduces the support required through intermediate, large-scale, 
industrial-type depots in overseas areas in favor of a support ‘channel 
running directly from the source in the continental United States to 
overseas users. 

The program is designed to provide the logistics system with flexi- 
bility, a more rapid response to user demands, and the ability to shift 
emphasis of support from one geographic area to another as required. 

Within the continental United States, the Air Force logistics 
structure is being reorganized by closing 5 Air Force depots and 
9 storage sites. This program has become feasible due to procedures 
develope d and proven which include the use of electronic data process- 
ing computers and much faster transportation. 

The use of electronic processing equipment has improved the 
control of major commodities, such as engines. The Air Force owns 
approximately 100,000 aircraft engines with an inventory value of 
about $4.5 billion. These engines are controlled by serial number 
from the time they are procured until the time of disposal. All 
functions relating to the management of engines are presently being 
integrated and as the system becomes completely operational over 
the next 2 fiscal years, further savings in the procurement areas, with 
no impairment of combat support is anticipated. 

During fiscal year 1958, the Air Force improved the inventory 
management procedures of the Aviation Fuels Division, Air Force 
stock fund. The most important improvement was made in the area 
of in-transit inventories primarily in overseas areas. In-transit stock 
previously had been overstated in reports due to the fact that the 
inventory accounting system picked up in-transit stocks upon receipt 
of aloading report. Since categories are discharged at many locations 
worldwide, discharge reports were not always received on a timely 
basis. As a result, in-transit inventories were usually inflated. 

Actions taken during fiscal year 1958 to improve worldwide in- 
ventory management oi aviation fuel are a result of continuous study 
and. analysis of the fuel supply system. The changes in the system 
which resulted in a firmer control of Air Force fuel made possible a 
reduction in the inventory of over 4 million barrels of aviation gasoline. 

Significant steps are being taken in the Air Force program of 
selective management of materiel. A system recently instituted at 
Air Force depots, has enabled inventory managers to maintain a firm 
control over stocks of high value (known as Hi-Value items). This 
system provides the depots a continuous historical record of the 
movement of each such item within the supply system.

As of June 30, 1958, the Federal Government owned real property 
throughout the world with an acquisition cost of $45.6 billion. Prop- 
erties costing $38.0 billion or 83.3 percent are located in the United 
States, while those properties located overseas cost $7.6 billion or 
16.7 percent of the total.

INVENTORY OF REAL PROPERTY OWNED BY THE UNITED StTaTEs THROUGHOUT 
THE WoRLD as OF JUNE 30, 1958 


AUTHORITY 


An inventory of real property owned by the United States throughout the world, 
as of June 30, 1958, is being compiled by the General Services Administration 
pursuant to the request of the chairman of the House Committee on Government 
Operations in a letter dated March 14, 1958. 

A similar request for such an inventory was made by the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations. 

SCOPE 


This inventory includes all real properties owned by the United States Govern- 
ment throughout the world. It is based on detailed inventory reports submitted 
by the participating agencies as prescribed by General Services Administration 
Circular No. 80 (Revised), dated June 6, 1958. 

In the case of properties outside the United States, those located in United 
States Territories and possessions are shown separately from those located in 
foreign countries. The Department of Defense (military functions) furnished 
only summary figures with regard to total acreage and total cost for its real 
properties located outside the United States. 

It does not include any lands owned by the sovereign governments of the various 
United States Territories and possessions. Neither does this inventory cover 
any lands which are administered by the United States under trusteeship by 
authority of the United Nations. 

The inventory includes real property declared to be excess to the needs of the 
holding agency or surplus to the needs of the United States Government. Data 
with respect to buildings, structures, and other facilities in process of construc- 
tion are included in this inventory only if they were available for use as of June 30, 
1958. 

The inventory excludes residential and farm properties acquired by the Federal 
Government through foreclosure incident to a lending operation or other Federal 
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aid project. It also excludes property owned by the District of Columbia 
government, 

The inventory excludes machinery, processing equipment, demountable and 
movable structures, and furniture and special use items, which were not con- 
sidered part of the realty reported. 

Properties managed by the Architect of the Capitol and those held in trust by 
the United States Government are not included in the summary tabulations. 

Cost figures shown are the actual acquisition costs, where available, and esti- 
mated costs (as of date of acquisition) where actual costs are not available. 
Costs include all capital improvements and such items as plumbing, elevators, 
heating and lighting fixtures, air-conditioning systems, etc., which are normally 
required for the functional use of a building. In addition, costs also include 
such items as safes, vaults, etc., which are built into the structure or are perma- 
nently affixed thereto. 

No costs have been included in this inventory for (1) unreserved public domain; 
(2) public domain reserved for national parks, national forests, military installa- 
tions, and other purposes; and (3) historical sites where such sites have been ac- 
quired by methods other than by purchase. However, the acreage for such lands 
is included in the inventory.

To: Heads of Federal Agencies 

Subject: Annual Reports on Federal Real Property Holdings 

1. General 


This cireular prescribes annual reports necessary for the maintenance and 
publication of an inventory of Federal real property holdings covering real 
property owned by and leased to the United States Government as of June 30 
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each year. It also prescribes forms with detailed instructions for the preparation 
and submission of these inventory reports to the General Services Administration. 


2. Authority 


The inventory reports are prescribed pursuant to the authority contained in 
the Federal Property and Administrative Services Act of 1949 (63 Stat. 377), as 
amended. 

The inventory of Federal real property was initiated and is being continued at 
the request of the Senate Committee on Appropriations. 

The House Committee on Government Operations has also requested data on 
all federally owned real property for inclusion in its real and personal property 
inventory reports. 


3. Purpose 


The real property inventory provides a centralized source of information 
covering all Federal real property throughout the world. Some of the principal 
purposes to be serveti by the real property inventory are as follows: 

(a) To achieve the most effective and economical governmentwide utilization 
of available property. 

(b) To facilitate disposal of surplus property. 

(c) To provide a basis for the intelligent evaluation and appraisal of budgetary 
requirements. 

(d) To establish a ready reference for answering inquiries from the Congress; 
the press; trade associations; educational institutions; Federal, State and local 
government agencies; and the general public. 

4. Reporting agency 

Reports on federally owned real property shall be submitted by the agency 
responsible for the maintenance of real property records as prescribed in GAO 
Accounting Systems Memorandum No. 82, i. e., the agency which has control of 
and the authority to assign and reassign the use of property or any portion 
thereof. 

The agency which currently administers the lease and makes rental payments 
to the lessor will be responsible for reporting leased property, regardless of which 
agency executed the original lease or is currently using the property. 

5. Coverage 

The inventories preseribed by this circular shall cover land, buildings, and other 
structures and facilities throughout the world which are owned by or leased to the 
United States Government, or wholly owned Federal Government corporations. 

(a) Owned property.—The annual reports of real property owned by the United 
States Government shall include (1) unreserved public domain; (2) public domain 
reserved for national forests, national parks, military installations or other pur- 
poses; (3) property in which the United States Government has a life interest; 
and (4) property acquired by purchase, construction, donation, and other methods 
of acquisition. They shall also include all buildings or structures owned by the 
Federal Government, whether or not located on Government-owned land. 
Separate annual reports shail also be submitted for real properties held in trust by 
the Federal Government. 

For purposes of this inventory, buildings being acquired under the ‘public 
buildings purchase contract program’’ or “‘lease-purchase agreements,’’ Public 

Law 519, 83d Congress, as amended, shall be treated as ‘‘owned’’ property. 

Items to be excluded from the annual reports are (1) properties acquired 
through foreclosure, confiscation, or seizure to be liquidated in settlement of a 
claim or debt to the Federal Government; (2) rights-of-way and easements granted 
to the United States Government; (3) machinery and processing equipment which 
are not part of the realty; (4) sovereign-owned land of the governments of the 
various United States Territories and possessions; and (5) lands administered by 
the United States under trusteeship by authority of the United Nations. 

(b) Leased property.—The annual report of real property leased to the United 
States Government shall include all property leased from private individuals, 
organizations, and municipal, county, State, and foreign governments, as evidenced 
by a written agreement involving a monetary consideration and a landlord-tenant 
relationship. It shall also include right of use and occupancy obtained under 
eminent domain proceedings or equivalent procedures. 

Items to be excluded from the annual reports are (1) real property occupied 
under permit or other arrangements with other Federal Government agencies or 
wholly owned Federal Government corporations; (2) leasehold improvements 
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(but Government-owned buildings or structures located on leased land shall be 
reported as federally owned); (3) rights-of-way and easements; and (4) real 
property leased rent free or for nominal rent, unless the property is significant. 
Examples of properties to be excluded ere (1) building space and/or land made 
availoble to the Federal Government, rent free, or for nominal payment, such as 
rooms in courthouses, county buildings, universities, and (2) land upon which the 
Government has been granted an e*sement, right-of-way, or permit to place 
power transmission lines, gaging stations, fire lookout towers, and revetments. 
Determination as to whether the item is significent and is rent free or for nominal 
rental is the responsibility of the reporting agency. 35 Comp. Gen. 713 is sug- 
gested as a guide to help resolve questions pertaining to the definition of ‘‘nominal 
payment.” 
6. Reports to be submitted 


(a) Inventory of real property owned by the United States Government.—FEach 
agency shall prepare, in accordsnce with the instructions in attachment la and 
submit to the Gener. 1 Services Administration, a separate report on GSA Form 
1166: Annual Report of Real Property Owned by United States Government 
(attachment 1), for (1) each newly acquired installetion; (2) each inst: llation 
with incresses or decre ses of $1,000 or more affecting any line item or the total 
for the installation, or any chinge in *creage, irrespective of costs, which heve 
occurred since the submission of the previous report; (3) e>ch installation which 
hes been declared excess, in whole or in p rt; ‘nd (4) each installation for which 
a revision of an entry on the previous report is required, 

In the case of changes under ‘‘(2)’’ and ‘‘(4)”’ above, an adjusted report shall 
be submitted covering the entire inst: ll-tion. This adjusted report shll be a 
complete restatement giving effect to ll instellotion changes such #s acquisi- 
tions, dispositions, construction, and corrections of errors or omissions in the pre- 
vious report. 

Each agency shall also prepare and submit to the General Services Adminis- 
tration, for each bureau or other major organizational unit, a report on GSA 
Form 1209: Summary of Number of Installations Owned by United States Gov- 
ernment (attachment 2), regardless of whether or not changes hve occurred 
since the previous report. Separate reports on GSA Form 1209 shall be sub- 
mitted for properties (1) in the United States, » nd (2) outside the United States. 

The annual inventory reports (GSA Forms 1166 and 1209) shall be submitted 
as of June 30 each year. n original and one copy of these reports shall be sub- 
mitted to the General Services A‘iministr tion, Office of the Comptroller, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C., not later than September 1 of each year. 

Whenever possible, data reported shall be based on detailed real property 
records and related documents in the reporting agency’s files. When such records 
or documents are not available, estimated data, so identified, may be used. 
However, as soon as practicable, detailed real property records (and related 
documents) shall be established and maintained on a current basis by the reporting 
agencies. 

(b) Inventory of real property leased to the United States Government.—Each 
agency shall prepare and submit to the General Services Administration a report 
of its leased real property holdings as of June 30 each year on GSA Form 1166A: 
Annual Report of Real Property Leased to United States Government (attach- 
ment 3), in accordance with the instructions in attachment 3a. 

Each agency shall also prepare and submit to the General Services Adminis- 
tration, for each bureau or other major organizational unit, a report on GSA 
Form 1209A: Comparative Summary of Properties Leased to United States 
Government (attachment 4). Separate reports on GSA Form 1209A shall be 
submitted for properties (1) in the United States, and (2) outside the United 
States. Instructions for the preparation of this form are set forth in attach- 
ment 4a. 

An original and one copy of each report shall be submitted annually to the 
General Services Administration, Office of the Comptroller, Washington 25, D. C., 
not later than October 1 of each year. 

(c) Optional reporting method.—Agencies which have electrical accounting 
machine equipment may make arrangements with the General Services Adminis- 
tration, Office of the Comptroller, to furnish detailed machine listings, together 
with the supporting punchcards, in lieu of GSA Forms 1166, 1209, 1166A, and 
1209A. 
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7. Supplies of forms. 

GSA Forms 1166, 1209, 1166A, and 1209A may be obtained from the General 
Services Administration, Printing and Publications Branch, Seventh and D 
Streets SW., Washington 25, D. C., telephone: Republic 7-7500 (Government 
dial code 181), extension 6453. 


8. Agency liaison 

Each reporting agency shall designate an official to serve as agency representa- 
tive on this real property inventory. The same representavive may be designated, 
if desired, for the United States Government-owned and the leased real property 
inventories. The General Services Administration, Office of the Comptroller, 
Washington 25, D. C., shall be advised in writing of the names of all such repre- 
sentatives or any changes in such designation.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE PREPARATION oF GSA Form 1166: ANNUAL REPORT OF 
Rea Property OwNgep BY UNITED StaTeES GOVERNMENT 


1. General instructions 


(a) Preparation of reports —GSA Form 1166: Annual Report of Real Property 
Owned by United States Government, shall be prepared each year, as of June 30. 
A complete report covering the entire installation shall be submitted for— 

(1) Each newly acquired real property installation. 

(2) Each transfer of an installation from another Federal agency which is 
not merged with an existing installation. 

(3) Each installation previously reported having an increase or decrease 
of $1,000 or more, affecting any line item or total cost for the installation; 
or for a change in acreage, irrespective of cost. A report shall also be sub- 
mitted for significant changes in the number of buildings, floor area, method 
of acquisition, and usage categories. 

In the case of item (3) above, the adjusted report shall be a complete restate- 
ment, giving effect to all realty changes involving the installation, such as, aequi- 
sitions, dispositions, new construction, and correction of errors or omissions in the 
previous report. 

A report requiring no entries for Blocks 11 through 25 on GSA Form 1166, 
shall be submitted for— 

(1) Disposition of a complete installation. 

(2) Transfer of a complete installation to another Federal agency. 

(3) An installation declared excess or surplus, in whole or in part (see (c) 
below). 


(4) Revision of the name of an installation or of the date of acquisition of 
land and/or buildings. 


An appropriate notation regarding the above transactions or revisions shall 
be made in block 26, ‘‘Remarks.”’ 

Reports shall not be submitted for installations having no changes since sub- 
mission of the previous reports. 

(b) Reporting agency.—Reports on federally owned real property shall be sub- 
mitted by the ageney responsible for the maintenance of real property records as 
prescribed in GAO Accounting Systems Memorandum No. 32, i. e., the agency 
which has control of and the authority to assign and reassign the use of property 
or any portion thereof. For purposes of this inventory, the above rule shail 
apply regardless of the manner of acquisition or which agency is now using the 
property. Examples of a reporting agency follow: 

(1) For an office building or warehouse occupied by a Federal agency or 
agencies, upon determination by GSA, and for which GSA is responsible for 
elevator and guard service and for cleaning and maintenance, GSA is the 
reporting agency. 

(2) In case of special purpose buildings, such as Coast Guard stations, 
military reservations, hospitals, and prisons, those agencies or bureaus 
thereof having control of building management and operations, including 
authority to assign or reassign space in such buildings, will be considered as 
the reporting agencies. 

(c) Excess and surplus real properties—GSA Real Property Management 
Regulations, title 2, require that each holding agency having control of excess 
and surplus real property shall retain accountability therefor until official written 
notice is received of the transfer or sale of such property. For purposes of this 
inventory, the holding agency of excess or surplus property shall report the var- 
ious transactions and changes thereto in accordance with the instructions for re- 
porting real property as set forth in this circular. 

In reporting excess and surplus property or changes thereto, reference shall be 
furnished in block 26, ‘‘Remarks,’’ to the GSA number assigned to SF 118: 
Report of Excess Real Property. (See GSA Reg. 2-I1V-201.00.) 

(d) Installation—An installation, such as a national forest or park, military 
reservation or hydroelectric project, shall be considered as an individual reporting 
entity and shall be the subject of a single report, except for those installations 
located in more than one State. In the case of an installation located in more 
than one State, the portion located in each State shall be made the subject of a 
separate report, and thus shall be treated as a separate installation for purposes 
of this inventory. Each such report shall include all land, buildings, and other 
structures and facilities of an installation within a State. 
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In other cases, where a building and the site thereof, such as an office building, 
courthouse, post office, or warehouse, are all that comprise an installation, the 
property shall be considered as an individual reporting entity and shall be the 
subject of a single report. This same procedure shall be followed in the case of 
individual areas of improved or unimproved land. 

(e) Construction in process.—Buildings, structures, and other facilities in process 
of construction shall be reported only if ‘‘available for service’ as of the reporting 
date. However, sites acquired for such purposes, or for new projects, shall be 
reported regardless of whether or not the buildings, structures, or facilities are 
available for service. The usage classification of such sites shall be based on the 
intended use of the construction, whether or not in process. 

(f) Temporary buildings—A temporary building (not demountable) on a 
concrete foundation shall be reported. However, temporary buildings set up 
expressly for construction purposes shall not be reported. 

(g) Public buildings purchase contract program—Lease-purchase agreements.— 
Buildings being acquired under Public Law 519, 83d Congress, as amended, shall 
be reported upon completion of construction and the exee tion of the purchase 
contract or lease-purchase agreement with the financing contractor. 

(h) Fixtures and equipment.—For purposes of this report, the cost of buildings, 
structures, and other facilities shall also include the cost of such fixtures and 
equipment as are normally required for the functional use of the facility. For 
example, include plumbing, heating, and lighting fixtures, elevators, air-condi- 
tioning systems, as well as items such as safes and vaults, which are built into the 
structure or are permanently affixed thereto, the removal of which would ma- 
terially damage the structure. However, the cost of all machinery and processing 
equipment, as well as furniture, laboratory equipment, and special use items 
which are not part of the realty, shall be excluded. 

(t) Easements and leasehold improvements.—The cost of easements and rights- 
of-way, as well as improvements to land, buildings, or structures and facilities 
occupied by the Government as lessee, shall be exclided. However, the cost of 
federally owned buildings and/or structures and facilities located on leased land 
shall be included. 

(j) Utility systems.—Where federally owned utility systems, such as gas, water, 
electric (power and light), sewer, etc., serve a single building, which is reported 
separately, the cost of such utility systems shall be included in the cost of the 
building. Where these systems (incliding water treatment, sewage-dispossl 
plant, etc.) serve several buildings and structures, their cost shall be reported 
under other structures and facilities. 


2. Specific instructions for preparation of GSA Form 1166 


(a) Date, agency, and property identification. 

Block 1. Enter the effective date of the report. 

Block 2. Agency control No.—For identification purposes, each reporting agency 
may assign an agency control number to each installation for which a separate 
report is submitted. 

Block 3. GSA control No. —The GSA control number consists of two parts, 
separated by a dash. The first part, comprised of 4 digits, is the agency bureau 
code, while the second part, comprised of 5 digits, is the installation number. 
These control numbers are assigned by GSA. 

If the report is for an installation previously reported, the reporting agency 
shall fill in the “GSA Control Number” for that installation, using the same control 
number shown on the GSA machine listing of installations as of the latest inventory 
furnished to each reporting agency by the General Services Administration. Use 
all nine digits, e. g., 1413-07984; not 1413-7984. It is essential that this GSA 
control number be filled in by the reporting agency so that the current report can 
be identified with the corresponding report previously submitted. 

When an installation is reported for the first time, this block shall not be filled 
in by the reporting agency. 

Block 4. Name of installation——Enter the name assigned to the installation 
being reported such as United States customshouse, Fort Bragg, and Rock Island 
Arsenal. In case an installation is located in more than one State, a separate 
report is required to cover the portion of the installation located in each State. 

Abbreviate the name of the property, when necessary so that it will not exceed, 
23 letters (count each space between numbers or words as a letter). For example, 
“Yellowstone National Park,’’ which has 25 letters, should be abbreviated to 
Yellowstone Nat Park’’. 
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Block 5. Reporting agency.—Enter the name of the reporting agency; that is, 
the department, commission, administration, or authority. For example: De- 
partment of Commerce, Atomic Energy Commission, Veterans’ Administration 
or Tennessee Valley Authority. 

Block 6.—Bureau or other major organization.—Enter the name of the reporting 
bureau or comparable major organizational unit within the reporting agency. 
For example: National Bureau of Standards. 

(b) Location. 

Block 7.—State or country.—Enter the name of the State, United States Terri- 
tory or possession, or foreign country in which the real property is located. When 
an installation is located in more than one State, a separate report shall be sub- 
mitted to cover the portion of the installation located in each State. 

Block 8.—City or town.—Enter the name of the city or town in which or near 
which the property is located, provided the nearby city is located in the same 
State and county (blocks 7 and 9). Otherwise, do not fill in this block. 

Block 9.—County.—Enter the county, counties, parish, or parishes in which 
the property is located. (Separate reports for each county are not required). If 
space is insufficient, complete the list under “Remarks,” block 26, or on the 
reverse of the form. 

Block 10.—<Street address —Enter the street address, rural free delivery, route 
number, or other local designation. 

Geographical code.—Enter the appropriate numerical code for the location of 
the installation as shown in blocks 7, 8, and 9 in the following sequence: State or 
continent (2 digits), city (4 digits), county or country (3 digits). (Example: 
Cape Canaveral, Brevard County, Fla., will be shown as 09—-0453-009.) 

Codes may be obtained from the publication, ‘‘Geographical Location Codes,” 
issued by the Office of the Comptroller, General Services Administration. (See 
GSA Circular No. 146, dated November 4, 1957.) It may also be found in the 
latest GSA detailed inventory tabulation furnished to each reporting agency. 
Do not fill in this space if the geographical location code is not known. 

When the location of the installation cannot be identified with any city (block 
8), the code under ‘‘City” shall be reported as 9999. When the installation is 
located in more than one county (block 9), the code under ‘‘County” shall be 
reported as 999. 

(c) Land.—Include all land areas or sites owned by the Government as of the 
reporting date. In the case of an installation comprised of both Government- 
= and trust lands, separate reports on GSA Form 1166 shall be prepared for 
each. 

Block 11. Usage code and classification Enter in this block the present pre- 
dominant use and related code (see below) of the land area or site being reported. 
Sites acquired for new projects or on which construction is in process shall be 
classified for its eventual use. A breakdown of secondary usages is not required. 
If there are significant secondary usages, mention thereof should be made under 
“Remarks.” 

Enter one of the following usage codes and classifications in blocks 11 (A) and 
11 (B), respectively, as appropriate:

The above usage codes and classifications shall be used exclusively by all 
agencies for purposes of reporting land on GSA Form 1166. 

If the report covers only Government-owned buildings. and/or structures and 
facilities, but the land is (1) leased, (2) held under permit, or (3) jointly held and 
another agency is reporting such land, so state in this block. Give additional 
details in block 26, if necessary. However, no entries shall be made in blocks 
12-16 when land is held under these conditions. 
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Block 12. Acquisition code.—Enter the code number for each method of ac- 
quisition of the land being reported. The codes to be entered in this block are as 
follows: 


Code No. Method of acquisition 
1 Public domain (applicable only for installations in United States and 
Alaska). 
2 Purchase, donation, exchange, etc. 
3 Life interest (applicable only for installations in the Canal Zone and foreign 
countries). 

Include under code 1 all public-domain lands including those withdrawn from 
public domain. Include under code 2 any land acquired by purchase, donation, 
exchange, and other methods of acquisition (other than public domain and life 
interest.) Include under code 3 all real property in which the United States 
Government has a life interest, such as those acquired by treaty or long-term 
lease, (e. g., 99 years, in perpetuity) and which the reporting agency, as a matter 
of policy, considers as the equivalent to ownership by the United States. 

Block 13. Date(s) acquired.—Enter the year in which the land was originally 
acquired by the Federal Government for each method of acquisition set forth in 
block 12. For public domain land withdrawals, show the date of the Executive 
order or the public land order as the date of acquisition. If various portions were 
acquired at different dates, indicate the range of dates thereof, such as 1910-21.” 

Blocks 14 and 15. Area, urban and rural.—Entries shall be made to the nearest 
10th of an acre. If acreage to be reported is a whole figure, enter ‘‘0’’ to the right 
of the decimal, e. g., 10.0. 

Urban.—For purposes of this report, land shall be classified as urban when (1) 
located in an incorporated place of 2,500 or more, (2) in a densely settled unin- 
corporated place of 2,500 or more, or (3) in a densely settled urban fringe area 
around cities of 50,000 or more. (Reference: United States summary and maps 
in vol. I of the 1950 Population Census which lists urban places in each State.) 

Enter in this block the area of urban land, to the nearest 10th of an acre, acquired 
by each method of acquisition reported in block 12. 

Rural.—Classify as rural all properties not classified as urban. Enter in this 
block the area of rural land, to the nearest 10th of an acre, for each method of 
acquisition reported in block 12. 

Block 16. Cost.—Enter the cost of land to the Federal Government, rounded 
to the nearest thousand dollars, for each entry in block 12, except for (1) properties 
held in trust, (2) unreserved public domain, (3) public domain reserved for national 
forests, national parks, military installations, or other purposes, and (4) land 
acquired for historical sites other than by purchase. 

Costs need not be reported for acquired lands which are intermingled with 
public-domain lands and which constit1te a relatively minor portion thereof. 

The cost of sites for monuments, memorials, and statues shall be reported, 
except for sites of the types described in the two preceding paragraphs. 

The cost of items incidental to the acquisition or preparation of land for use 
should generally be included in the cost of the land. For example: 


Appraisal Legal fees and expenses 

Clearing Plats and surveys 

Damage to property of others Removal and relocation of the property 
Drainage of others as part of purchase contract 
Grading Removal of structures or facilities pur- 
Landscaping chased, but not used 


However, the above land improvements when applied to public domain lands 
shall be reported as costs under Code 80: “Other Structures and Facilities,’’ blocks 
23 and 24, and identified as such in ‘‘Remarks,” block 26; rather than as costs 
under “Land.” 

If cost is less than $500, enter cost as “0.’’ Costs of $500 or over should be 
reported to the nearest thosand dollars. For example: if records indicate a cost 
of $500, round to “1”; similarly, enter ‘i’’ for cost of $1,200. If records for 
acquisition costs are not available, report estimated costs and enter ‘“‘E”’ after 
the amo nt. Sich estimates shall be based on costs at date of original acquisition 
by the Government, adjusted for subsequent capital changes. 

Estimate, if not known, the ‘‘cost” of property acquired through donation, 
devise, forfeiture, or judicial process. The estimated ‘‘cost’’ should represent the 
amount the Government would have had to pay for the land if purchased at the 
date of original acquisition. 
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(d) Buildings.—For purposes of this report, include buildings completed and 
available for service as of the reporting date. 

In the case of an installation comprised of both Government-owned and trust 
buildings, a separate report on GSA Form 1166 shall be prepared for each. With 
regard to buildings held in trust by the reporting agency, blocks 20, 21, and 22 
shall not be filled in. 

For purposes of this inventory, include buildings being acquired under the ‘‘Publie 
Buildings Purchase Contract Program or Lease-PurchaseAgreements,’’ Public Law 
519, 83d Congress, as amended. Buildings shall be reported upon completion of 
construction and the execution of the purchase contract or lease-purchase agree- 
ment with the financing contractor. 

Block 17. Usage code and classification—For purposes of this report, the 
predominant use of a building, as of the effective date of the report, shall govern 
its classification on the basis of the following categories: 

Block 17. (10) Office-—When the largest segment of the total area of a building 
is used for office space. 

Block 17. (21, 22, 23, and 29) Institutional—Buildings devoted to _ institu- 
tional uses, such as hospitals, prisons, schools, libraries, chapels, and museums. 
Do not inelude minor emergency or health rooms, chapels, and libraries which 
constitute only a small portion of a building used primarily for other purposes. 
Report information on lines 21, 22, 23, and 29, respectively, designated for hos- 
pitals, prisons, schools, and “Other institutional buildings.”” The latter shall 
include institutional buildings, such as libraries and museums. 

Block 17. (30) Housing.—Buildings used primarily for dwelling purposes, such 
as apartment houses, single or row houses, and barracks. Includes public housing, 
housing for military personnel, housing for institutional personnel, and housing 
built primarily for personnel in various Federal agencies. 

Block 17. (40) Storage.—Buildings used for storage purposes, such as ware- 
houses, ammunition storage, and cover sheds. Also include in this category 
garages used primarily for storage of vehicles or materials. Do not include such 
facilities as water reservoirs and oil storage tanks, which are to be reported as 
“Other structures and facilities,” blocks 23 and 24. 

Block 17. (50) Industrial.—Buildings specifically designed and used primarily 
for production, manufacturing, or developmental purposes. Include in this 
category buildings used for the production or manufacture of ammunition, air- 
craft, ships, vehicles, electronic equipment, chemicals, aluminum, and magnesium. 
Also inelude in this category laboratories used for industrial purposes. Exclude 
laboratories of a nonindustrial nature. 

Block 17. (60) Service.—Buildings used in connection with service activities, 
such as maintenance and repair shops, laundry and dry cleaning plants, post 
exchanges, stores, garages (used primarily for vehicle maintenance and repair), 
and airport hangars. 

Block 17. (80) All other.--Buildings which cannot be classified elsewhere. 
Whenever this classification is utilized, give a brief description of use in ‘‘Remarks’”’ 
block. 

Block 17. (99) Trust buildings.—All buildings held in trust by the reporting 
agency. 

Block 18. Number of buildings.—Enter the number of buildings for each 
applicable usage classification printed in block 17. 

Block 19. Date(s) acquired.—Enter the date the building was originally 
acquired by the Federal Government. In cases where several buildings of the 
same classification were acquired at different dates and are being reported on a 
single line, indicate the range of dates, such as ‘‘1930-42.”’ 

Block 20. Gross floor area, total square feet-—Enter the total gross floor area 
(applies to outer dimensions of the building) in square feet, for each. class of 
building reported. However, floor area shall not be reported for buildings held 
in trust. Include the total-floor area of the building(s), regardless of any second- 
ary usages or occupancy by another agency. 

Block 21. Gross floor area, percent occupied.—Enter the estimated percentage 
of occupancy or use for each applicable elass of building printed in. block 17. 
However, percent occupied shall not be reported for buildings held in trust by 
the reporting agency. 

For buildings which are outleased 100 percent, enter the letters ‘‘OL’’ in this 
column. When only a portion of a building is outleased, the percent occupied 
shall be the percentage used by the Federal Government. A brief statement 
regarding the outlease shall be included in the ‘‘Remarks’’ block. 
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Block 22. Cost.—Enter in this block the total cost to the Federal Government, 
reported to the nearest thousand dollars, for each class of building reported. 
However, cost shall not be reported for buildings held in trust by the reporting 
agency. Costs shall include the cost of any capital improvements (additions or 
betterments) incurred subsequent to date of original acquisition by the Govern- 
ment. Costs for Government-owned buildings on leased land shall also be 
included. 

If the cost is less than $500, enter cost as ‘0.’’ Enter other cost entries to 
the nearest thousand dollars as described for block 16, above. 

In the absence of any recorded data as to costs, they shall be estimated and 
noted by “E”’ after the amount. Estimates shall be based on costs at date of 
original acquisition by the Government, adjusted for subsequent capital changes. 

Estimate, if not known, the “‘cost’’ of the buildings acquired through donation, 
exchange, devise, forfeiture, or judicial process. The estimated ‘‘cost’’ should 
represent the amount the Government would have had to pay for the buildings 
if purchased at the date of original acquisition. 

The cost of buildings being acquired under the “Public Buildings Purchase Con- 
tract Program or Lease-Purchase Agreements,”’ Public Law 519, 83d Congress, as 
amended, shall be recorded at purchase price (total amount of princinal pay- 
ments), plus all other capitalized costs: such as drawings and specifications; 
architectural, engineering and inspection fees; and miscellaneous project costs. 
For identification purposes, the letter ‘‘P’’ should be inserted after the amount 
and a brief explanation given in block 26, ‘‘Remarks.”’’ 

(e) Other structures and facilities.— 

Block 23. Usage code and classification.—The various usage categories are pre- 
printed in this block. The coverage of each of these usage categories follows: 

Code Classification 

13. Harbor and port facilities—Include docks, piers, jetties, and breakwaters 
situated on federally owned land, 

15 Power development and distribution.—Include hydroelectric and other power 
development projects which produce power for resale (generally con- 
sisting of dams and powerhouses). Transmission lines which are an 
integral part of Federal power development systems shall also be included 
even though the power is produced by another Federal agency. 

16 Reclamation and irrigation.—Include canals, laterals, pumping stations, 
storage and diversion dams. 

18 Flood control and navigation.—Include river improvements, revetments, 
dikes, docks, and navigational aids situated on federally owned land. 

40 Storage (other than buildings).—Include storage tanks, silos, igloos, under- 
ground vaults, and open storage areas (improved only). 

50 Industrial.—Include facilities other than buildings used for production, 
manufacturing or developmental purposes, such as sliding shipways, 
retaining basins, and pipelines. 

71 Utility systems (heating, sewage, water, and electrical systems).—Under this 
category, heating, sewage, water, and electrical systems are reported 
when they serve several buildings and structures of an installation. 
When they serve a single building which is reported separately, the cost 
of such utility systems shall be included in the cost of the building. 

The usage category for “‘utility systems’’ includes heating plants and 
related steam and gas lines; sewage disposal plants, storm and sanitary 
sewer lines; water treatment plants, wells, pumphouses, reservoirs, and 
pipelines; and electrical substations, standby or auxiliary powerplants, 
lighting structures, and conduits. 

Structures and facilities utilized by an installation in the production 
of its own power requirements (not for resale) shall be included in this 
category. 

72 Communication systems.—Include telephone and telegraph lines and radio 
towers. 

76. Roads and bridges.—Include federally owned highways, roads, related 
culverts, and connecting bridges. Also include roads within national 
parks and forests and other Federal installations. 

77 Railroads.—Include tracks and bridges, tunnels, fuel and water stations 
servicing railroads. 

78 Monuments and memorials.—Include all Federai monuments, memorials, 
and statues. 

79 Miscellaneous military facilities —Include all structures and facilities of the 


Department of Defense (military functions) not included in any other 
classification. 
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80 Other.—Include sidewalks, parking areas, fences, and trails, which cannot 
be readily classified under the above categories. Include, also, improve- 
ments to public domain lands; such as drainage, grading, and landscaping. 

Block 24. Costs——Enter in this block the total cost to the Federal Government, 
to - ~—" thousand dollars, opposite each applicable usage category printed 
in block 23. 

Costs shall include the cost of any capital improvements (such as additions 
or betterments) incurred subsequent to the date of acquisition. 

The cost of Government owned structures and facilities located on leased land 
shall be included. 

Costs shall not be reported for (1) other structures and facilities held in trust 
and (2) historic structures, monuments, memorials, and statues donated to the 
Federal Government. 

In the absence of any recorded data, costs shall be estimated and noted by 
“k”’ after the amount. Estimates shall be based on costs at date of original 
acquisition by the Government, adjusted for subsequent capital changes. 

Estimate, if not known, the “cost’’ of structures and facilities acquired through 
donation, exchange, devise, forfeiture, or judicial process. The estimated “‘cost’’ 
should represent the amount the Government would have had to pay for the 
structures or facilities if purchased at the date of original acquisition. 

Block 25. Total cost: Land, buildings, other structures and facilities. 
sum of the totals of blocks 16, 22, and 24. 

(f) Remarks.— 

Block 26. If it is necessary to clarify or expand any entries beyond the space 
provided in the various blocks, make such notations in this block or on the reverse 
of the form. 

Indicate in this block whether the installation being reported is being used 
by other than the reporting agency. In the event that an installation being 
reported on GSA Form 1166 is considered as excess, in whole or in part, to the 
needs of the reporting agency, suitable notation shall be made in this block. 
This notation should indicate whether such installation, or portion thereof, has 
been or is being reported as excess to the General Services Administration, or 
has been determined to be surplus in accordance with the provisions of GSA 
regulations, title 2 on Real Property Management. The GSA Control Number 
assigned to SF 118: Report of Excess Real Property, should be furnished when 
practicable. 

(g) Type of transaction.— 

Block 27. Type of transaction.—Check the appropriate box in block 27 to reflect 
the nature of the real property change for each installation between the current 
and the prior inventory report. When practicable, include in ‘‘Remarks’’ a short 
notation giving an explanation of the change. Descriptions of the various types 
of transactions follow: 


Code No. Description 

1 New acquisition.—Include newly acquired installations obtained by pur- 
chase, construction, or other means. Do not include transfers from 
other Federal agencies or additions to installations previously reported. 

2 Omission.—Include only complete installations erroneously omitted from 
the inventory for the prior fiscal year. 

3 Transfer in.—Include only installations transferred from other Federal 
agencies which are not merged with existing installations. Transfers-in 
which become part of an existing installation shall be coded 6. 

4 Disposal.—Include only complete installations disposed of by the Federal 
Government through sale, donation, exchange, or other disposition to 
private citizens and organizations or to State and local governments. 
Do not include transfers to other Federal agencies. 

5 Transfer out.—Include only complete installations transferred to other 
Federal agencies. 

6 Revision.—Include all changes not covered by one of the above codes. 
These changes include additions to installations previously reported, 
disposition of a part of an installation previously reported, capital im- 
provements, writeoffs, and corrections to prior years reports.

The Summary of Number of Installations Owned by United States Government, 
shall be prepared on GSA Form 1209 by each reporting agency for each bureau 
or other organizational unit, whether or not such agency is required to submit 
GSA Form 1166 for its real property. 

The GSA Form 1209 is intended to provide a reconciliation between the number 
of installations previously reported and the number of installations as of the new 
inventory date to avoid omissions or duplications in the inventory. 

A separate GSA Form 1209 shall be prepared, as of June 30 of each year, for 
each bureau or other comparable major organizational unit covering (a) properties 
in the United States, and (6) properties outside the United States. An original 
and one carbon of these forms shall be submitted to the General Services Ad- 
ministration by September 1, accompanied by the related GSA Forms 1166, 
when appropriate. 


2. Specific instructions for the preparation of this summary 


(a) Summary identification—Enter the effective date of the report. Place a 
check mark in the appropriate box to indicate whether the accompanying GSA

INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE PREPARATION OF GSA Form 1166A: ANNUAL REPORT OF 
ReAt Property LEASED TO UNITED States GOVERNMENT 


1, GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 
a. Preparation of reports 


GSA Form No. 1166A: Annual Report of Real Property Leased to United 
States Government, shall be prepared annually by all reporting agencies, covering 
their leased real property as of June 30 of each year. This report shall include all 
real property leased to the United States Government from private individuals 
and organizations, and from municipal, county, State, and foreign governments, as 
evidenced by a written agreement involving a monetary consideration and a 
landlord-tenant relationship. It shall also include right of use and occupancy 
obtained under eminent domain proceedings or equivalent procedures. 
Items to be excluded from the annual reports are (1) real property occupied 
under permit or other arrangements with other Federal Government agencies or

wholly owned Federal Government corporations; (2) leasehold improvements 
(but Government-owned buildings or structures located on leased land shall be 
reported as federally owned); (3) rights-of-way and easements; and (4) real 
property leased rent free or for nominal rent, unless the property is significant. 

Examples of properties to be excluded are (1) building space and/or land made 
available to the Federal Government, rent free, or for nominal payment, such as 
rooms in courthouses, county buildings, universities, and (2) land upon which the 
Government has been granted an easement, right-of-way, or permit to place 
ower transmission lines, gaging stations, fire lookout towers, and revetments. 
Dotdduibeation as to whether the item is significant and is rent free or for nominal 
rental is the responsibility of the reporting agency. 35 Comp. Gen. 713 is sug- 
gested as a guide to help resolve questions pertaining to the definition of ‘nominal 
payment.” 
b. Reporting agency 

For purposes of the inventory of leased properties, the reporting agency is the 
one currently administering the lease and making rental payments to the lessor, 
regardless of which agency made the original lease or is currently using the 
property. 


c. Reporting entity 


An individual report shall be submitted for a lease or combination of leases 
covering (1) buildings and portions thereof, (2) buildings with land, and (3) land 
only. Real property leased to the United States shall be reported as follows: 

(1) Buildings and portions thereof.—Leases for buildings or portions of buildings 
shall be reported, as follows: 

(a) Annual rental of $2,000 or more.—KEach lease executed for a single building, 
a portion of a building, such as an office building, post office, or warehouse, 
with an annual rental of $2,000 or over, shall be the subject of a separate report. 

(b) Annual rental less than $2,000.—At the discretion of the agency, a lease 
executed for a single building or portion thereof, for which the annual rental rate 
is less than $2,000, may be combined with similar leases to form a single report, 
providing the location of the buildings is in one of the following categories: 

(1) Major city in the United States (only cities listed in attachment 5). 

(2) State (excluding leases for buildings or portions of buildings in major cities) . 

(3) United States Territory or possession, or foreign country. 

(2) Buildings with land.—Leases covering one or more buildings with land, such 
as a supply depot or a consulate, shall be the subject of an individual report. 

At the discretion of the agency, a lease covering both buildings and land with 
an annual rental rate of less than $2,000 may be combined with similar leases to 
form a single report, providing the location of the property is in one of the fol- 
lowing categories: 

(a) Major city in the United States (only cities listed in attachment 5). 

(b) State (excluding land and buildings in major cities). 

(c) United States Territory or possession, or foreign country. 

(3) Land only.—Leases covering land only may include unimproved lands, as 
well as land upon which federally owned buildings or other improvements have 
been constructed or are under construction. (The Federal agency controlling 
buildings and other structures owned by the U. S. Government on leased land 
shall report them on GSA Form 1166). These leases shall be reported as follows: 

(a) Annual rental of $500 or more.—Leases for land only with an annual rental 
of $500 or over shall be the subject of a separate report. 

(b) Annual rental less than $500.—At the discretion of the agency, a lease for 
land with an annual rental rate of less than $500, may be combined with similar 
leases to form a single report, providing the location of the land is in one of the 
following categories: 

(1) Major city in the United States (only cities listed in attachment 5). 

(2) State (excluding land in major cities). 

(3) United States Territory or possession, or foreign country. 

When leases have been combined to form a single report, supporting detailed 
information for each lease shall be available in the files of the reporting agency. 

In no case shall a report cover real property in more than one State. Whena 
lease covers property in more than one State, a separate report shall be prepared 
for the property in each. 
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2. SPECIFIC INSTRUCTIONS 


a, Date, agency, and property identification 

Block 1. Enter effective date of the report. 

Block 2. Agency control number.—For purpose of identification, 
may assign a control number for each report submitted. 

Block 3. GSA control number.—Leave this space blank. 
Services Administration only. 

Block 4. Name of property. Enter the commonly used name for the property 
being reported, such as United States Post Office, American Embassy or Wilkins 
Building. When a building has no name use the street address or other local desig- 
nation. For consolidated reports covering more than one lease insert the word 
“Consolidation’’ in this block. 

Abbreviate the name of the property, when necessary, so that it will not exceed 
23 letters (count each space between numbers or words as a letter). 
“First National Bank Buildi ing’, which has 28 letters, should be 
“First Nat Bank Bldg.”’ 

Block 5. Reporting agency.—Enter the name of the ageney currently adminis- 
tering the lease and making rental payments to the lessor, regardless of which 
agency made the original lease or is currently using the property. 
Department of Commerce, Atomic Energy Commission, or 
Authority. 

Block 6. Bureau or other major organization.—Enter the name of the reporting 
bureau, or comparable major organizational unit, within the reporting agency; 
for evample, National Bureau of Standards. 

b. Location 

Block 7. State or country.—Enter the name of the State, United States Terri- 
tory or possession or foreign country in which the real property is located. When 
an installation is located in more than one State, a separate report shall be sub- 
mitted to cover the portion of the installation located in each State. 

Block 8. City or town.—Enter the name of the city or town in which or near 
which the property is located, provided the nearby city is located in the same 
State and county (blocks 7 and 9). Otherwise, do not fill in this block. 

Block 9. County.—Enter the county, counties, parish, or parishes in which the 
property is located. (Separate reports for each county in the same State are not 
required.) If space is insufficient, complete the list under ‘“‘Remarks,’’ block 24 
or on the reverse of the form. 

Block 10. Street add ess. Enter the eras address, rural free delivery, route 
number, or other local designation. When the street address is the same as the 
building name, this block may be left bl: ae 

Geographical code: Inter the appropriate numerical geographical code for the 
location of the property as shown in blocks 7, 8, and 9 in the following sequence: 
State or continent (2 digits), city (4 digits), county or country (3 digits). (Ix- 
ample: Cape Canaveral, Brev: ard County, Fla., will be shown as 09—-0453-009). 

odes may be obtained from the publication Geographical Location Codes, 
issued by the General Services Administration. See GSA Circular No. 146, 
dated November 4, 1957. It may also be found in the latest GSA detailed 
inventory tabulation furnished to each reporting agency. Do not fill in this space 
if the geographical location code is not known. 

When the location of the property or properties cannot be identified with a 
single city (block 8), the code under “City” shall be reported as 9999. When 
the property or properties cannot be identified with a single county (block 9), 
the code under “‘County”’ shall be reported as 999.

c. Land 


Land shall be reported only when specifically provided for in the lease. Ease- 
ments, rights-of-way, and encroachments shall not be reported. 

Block 11. Usage code and classi fication.—Enter the predominant use and related 
code of land area or site as of the effective date of the report. A breakdown of 
secondary usages is not required. 

Leased land shall be classified on the same basis as federally owned land except 
for post offices. Land leased in conjunction with a post office and use predominatly 
as a general service and access area shall be reported as Code 14. Post Office 
Land. Applicable definitions of all usage categories, other than post office land, 
are contained in attachment la of this cireular. 

Blocks 12 and 13. Area, urban and rural.—Enter the total acreage for every usage 
code reported in block 11, rounded to the nearest 10th of an acre. If acreage to 
be reported is a whole number, enter ‘“‘0” to the right of the decimal, e. g., 10.0. 
A minimum report shall be one tenth of an acre, e. g., 0.1.

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Urban: For purposes of this report, land shall be classified as urban when (1) 
located in an incorporated place of 2,500 or more, (2) in a densely settled unincor- 
porated place of 2,500 or more, or (3) in a densely settled urban fringe area around 
cities of 50,000 or more. (Reference: United States Summary and Maps in 
Volume I of the 1950 Population Census, which lists urban places in each State). 
Enter in this block the total acreage of urban land acquired for each usage category 
reported in block 11. 

Rural: Classify as rural all properties not covered under “urban” as defined 
above. Enter in this block the total acreage of rural land for each usage category 
reported in block 11. 


d. Buildings 


Block 14. Usage code and classification—For purposes of this report, the 
predominant use of the space in each leased building location, as of the effective 
date of the report, shall govern its classification.

Leased buildings shall be classified on the same basis as federally owned build- 
ings, except for post offices.

Appliesble definitions of sll us*ge categories, other than post offices, are con- 
tained in att°chment la of this circulsr. 

Plock 15. Number of locations.—Enter the number of building locations for each 
applicable us»ge el ssifiestion printed in block 14. 

Flock 16. Floor area leased—Total square feet.—Enter the square feet of floor 
area under leese for each class of building reported. Include the total floor area 
under le»se, regerdless of any secondsry us’ges or areas used by other occupying 
agencies under permit or other arrangements.

e. Other structures and facilities 

Block 17. Plece a check mark in the space provided in block 17 if the lease pro- 
vides for the rent?l of any structures or facilities. 

Plock 18. Enter the usage el-ssification snd a brief description of leased struc- 
tures or other fecilities. The us%ge el*ssification applicable to the federally 
owned reel property, 2s defined in attechment la, shell also be used exclusively 
for reporting leased structures and facilities in this block. 

f. Lease terms 

When the report covers a single lease, entries shall be made in blocks 19 
through 23. 

When a consolidated report is made covering leases within the same installation, 
State, country, or city, entries shall be made only in block 19 end block 23. 

Plock 19. Number of leases.—Enter the number of le*ses included in this report. 

Block 20. Effective date.—-Enter the numerical designation, using six digits, for 
the month and year that the current lease became effective, e. g., 06-1941 for 
June 1941, 

Block 21. Erpiration date.—Enter the numerical designation for the month and 
vear that the current leese will terminete, e. g., 12-1959 for December 1959. If 
any option hes been exercised, the expiration date of the extended period shell be 
used. Inno case shell this date be prior to the effective date of this report. When 
the expiration date of the lease is indefinite, such as in a month-to-month or year- 
to-year lerse, enter 99-9999. 

Block 22. Period renewal option—-When the agreement provides that the 
United States Government may renew the lease beyond the expiration date of 
the current lease, enter the remaining renewal period to the nearest whole year 
using two digits, e. g., (3 years) 03. Enter an ‘“X” in this block if one of the 
following conditions exists: (1) the lease contains no renewal provision; (2) the 
renewal option is for less than 6 months; (3) the expiration date of the lease is 
indefinite. 

Block 23. Annual rental rate-—Enter the annual rental rate for the leased prop- 
erty to the nearest whole dollar. When the rental period is less than 1 year or 
the rental is paid on a monthly, daily, or other than an annual basis, convert the 
rate to an annual basis. If the rental is nominal or free, but the lease provides 
for payments to the lessor for utilities and/or services, enter the annual rental 
rate as specified in the lease. The other amounts paid to the lessor shall not be 
included in the rental figure. If the ageney wishes to report such payments, they 
shall be entered in the ‘‘Remarks’’ block. 
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g. Remarks 
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Block 24. Remarks.—If it is necessary to clarify or expand any entries beyond 
the space provided in the various blocks, make such notations in this block and 
continue, as necessary, on the reverse of the form. 


h. Signature and date 


Block 25. Prepared by.—Type in the name and title of the official responsible 


for the preparation of the report. 


Block 26. Signature-—The official designated in block 25 shall sign his name in 


this block. 


Block 27, Date.—Enter the date on which the report was prepared.

SUMMARY OF PROPERTIES LEASED TO UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT 


1. GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 


The “Comparative Summary of Properties Leased to United States Govern- 
ment,’ shall be prepared on GSA Form 1209A by each reporting agency, for 
each bureau or comparable major organizational unit. A separate GSA Form 
1209A shall be prepared, as of June 30 each year, covering leased real property 
(a) in the United States, and (b) outside the United States. An original and one 
copy of this form, together with the related GSA Forms 11664, shall be submitted 
to the General Services Administration by October 1. 

The GSA Form 12094 is intended to provide (a) control over individual inven- 
tory reports on leased properties submitted on GSA Form 1166A for the current 
year, and (b) a comparison between data previously reported and the current 
report to show changes in leases between inventory reports. 


2. SPECIFIC INSTRUCTIONS 


a. Summary identification 


Check the applicable block in the upper right-hand corner of the form to 
indicate if the summary is for real property located (a) in the United States, or 
(b) outside the United States. Enter the effective date of the report. 


b. Agency and bureau identification 
Reporting agency.—Enter in this block the name of the reporting agency, that 


is, the controlling department, commission, administration, or authority. For 
example: Department of Commerce, Atomic Energy Commission, Veterans’ 
Administration, or Tennessee Valley Authority. 

Bureau or other major organization.— Enter in this block the name of the bureau, 
or comparable major organizational unit, within the reporting agency; for ex- 
ample, National Bureau of Standards. 


c. Summary data

Dear ConGressMAN Dawson: Reference is made to your letter of 
March 12, 1958, and to our reply of April 4 in connection with esti- 
mates of the value of public domain realty administered by this De- 
partment as of June 30, 1958. Such estimates together with acre- 
ages are shown by State in the accompanying table. 

The area of public domain realty administered by the Department 
as shown in the table exceeds last year’s figure by 42,626 acres. This 
difference represents for the most part acreage transferred to the ad- 
ministration of this Department by the Department of the Interior. 
The balance represents the net increase resulting from a number of 
relatively minor acreage adjustments made during the year. No 
public domain lands were transferred from this Department to other 
Federal agencies during the 12 months ending June 30. 

As in prior years, the data represent an attempt to determine the 
commercial values of public domain lands and timber in terms of 
“fair market value’? assuming the marketability of all lands. As 
before, no allowance has been made for public values for such im- 
portant uses as water production. The estimated values furnished 
herewith are based upon those previously reported as adjusted to re- 
flect acquisitions and disposals during the year. The value of mineral 
resources subject to disposal under the mining or mineral leasing laws 
are, as before, being reported to the committee by the Department of 
the Interior and are not included in the attached figures.

Dear ConGressMAN: In your memorandum of March 11, 1958, 
you requested certain information regarding the three parcels of public 
domain lands under the jurisdiction of the Bureau of Prisons. The 
following data is submitted in accordance with our inventory of 
June 30, 1958: 

United States Penitentiary, Alcatraz, Calif—The acreage is still 
12.7 and the land value $177,800 based on 1934 records at time of 
transfer to us from the Army. The buildings are presently valued at 
$1,776,000 with other structures and facilities included at $397,000, 
making a total book value of $2,350,800. 

Federal Reformatory, El Reno, Okla.—The 1,000 acres of public 
domain land is valued at $66,000 as reported last year. There were 
no buildings on the land when acquired. Buildings are presently 
valued at $1,957,000 and other structures and facilities at $307,000, 
making a total of $2,330,000. 

United States Penitentiary, Leavenworth, Kans.—The 1,265 acres of 
public domain land is valued at $190,000. The present book value 
of the buildings is $5,065,000 and $442,000 for the other structures and 
facilities, making a total of $5,697,000. 

The above values for public domain land were not included in the 
1958 General Services Administration report. Increases in totals for 
the Alcatraz and El Reno institutions were due to completion of major 
alteration projects. Decrease in the Leavenworth valuation is due 
to transfer of the Missouri River bridge project to Department of 
Defense and is partially offset by completion of major alteration 
projects. 

We trust the above information will assist your committee. Please 
advise if additional information is required.

Reference: Letter to the Acting General Manager, AEC, from chair- 
man, House of Representatives Committee on Government Oper- 
ations, dated March 11, 1958, relating to the above subject. 


Attached is a tabulation, by States, showing: (1) the area, the 
value as of June 30, 1958, and usage of the public domain land con- 
trolled by the AEC in connection with its operations, (2) the number, 
classification and the value as of June 30, 1958, of the AEC “Buildings” 
on such land and, (3) the value as of June 30, 1958, of “Other struc- 
tures and Facilities’ constructed on such land by the AEC. The 
statistical tabulation has been prepared on the basis of information 
furnished by Operations Offices using public domain land in accord- 
ance with the following instructions: 

Public domain: For the purpose of the report the term public 
domain was defined as that land within the continental United States 
and Alaska, title to which was acquired by the United States of 
America by treaty, conquest, or cession from the Original Thirteen 
Colonies and such title is still vested in the United States. 

2. Present value of public domain land: The values shown cover 
the surface land only. Our Operations Offices were advised also that 
it was not desired that a formal appraisal be made of such surface 
land, but that the value should be developed on the basis of what 
similar lands were selling for as determined by available information 
or ae inquiry of those who might possess such knowledge. 

Present value of buildings: That such value could be estimated 
oi sufficient accuracy by taking the total net book cost as of June 
30, 1958, for each classification of buildings reported and applying 
the ratio of Engineering News Record for June 1958 (building or con- 
struction), for the applicable geographical area divided by “the cor- 
responding Engineering News Record index applicable at the time 
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of construction. The value of “Other structures and facilities’ were 
to be determined by the same method. In general, this is a cost of 
reproduction which takes into account depreciation. 

General: When “Buildings” and “Other structures and facilities’’ 
were located on public domain land and non-public-domain land, 
effort has been made to prorate that portion on the public domain 
land. The value for “Buildings’’ excludes the cost of equipment 
which is not capitalized as a part of the cost of the buildings. 

Reference is made to the next to the last paragraph on page 2 of 
the staff report submitted last year regarding the land in Los Alamos 
County, N. Mex. A representative of GSA has advised informally 
that as to the land reported in the annual inventory of federally 
owned real property (GSA Form 1166) is reported by that office in 
accordance with the initial method of acquisition. Therefore, the land 
in Los Alamos County will be reported by that Administration as 
public domain because it was originally acquired as a part of the public 
domain. However, for the purpose of this report the land 1s not 
considered public domain due to the transfer effected by Public Law 
1006, approved August 6, 1956. 

The 38,400 acres of land in Nevada reported last year as being 
occupied by the AEC under permit from the Air Force is occupied by 
Air Force under a permit from AEC. This area is not included in 
the AEC tabulation because it is being used by the Air Force. The 
improvements on this land belong to the Air Force; such improve- 
ments are understood to have a value of $122,112.
